Our new neighbors 

His name is Oscar. He 
treated me most kindly. I 
was a patient at a Manches- 
ter hospital and Oscar was 
the orderly assigned to my 
floor. Regularly, he came in 
to check my room, arrange things, and make sure 
I was comfortable. We’d chat briefly, but despite 
short exchanges, I quickly picked up on his quiet 
dignity and air of professionalism. Each visit occa- 
sioned a longer conversation, until, after a couple 
of days, it was time for me to be discharged. 

At the appointed hour, Oscar appeared. As 
we prepared for me to go, I asked how long 
he’d been in New Hampshire, where he’d 
come from originally, and what were his lon- 
ger-term plans. Oscar’s response, confided in 
an almost embarrassed manner, startled me. He 
was from the Philippines, had been in the Gran- 
ite State four years, and had been an attorney 
and majority leader in the Philippine House of 
Representatives. 

Instead of wheeling me to the front door of 
the hospital, Oscar continued our conversation 
and brought me all the way out, across the park- 
ing lot, to my car. We discussed the challenges 
of ultra partisan politics, the potential for corrup- 
tion among elected officials, and his longing to be 
involved again in the practice of law and in pub- 
lic life. He also shared with me his gratitude for 
his adopted country, his appreciation of American 
openness and sense of opportunity, and thank- 
fulness for his current job, which, while not the 
practice of law, was a form of service to others. 

I shared Oscar’s story recently with a friend as 
she, herself the daughter of an immigrant fami- 
ly, spoke of the many individuals we encounter 
every day in New Hampshire whose color, dress, 
and customs set them apart from others in our 
experience. Theirs may be menial jobs — serv- 
ing us in a convenience store, or changing the 
linens in our hotel room. We may be courteous 
and appreciative of their service, but our knowl- 
edge of them never goes very deep. 

Yet what wealth may lie beneath an exterior 
we think we know! Recently, a female physician 
moved from her native country to Manchester. 
She had been chief medical officer at the major 
health facility back home. Here, she could not 
practice medicine or qualify for service in health 
care beyond serving as an orderly unless she virtu- 
ally repeated most of her medical education. 

How many such stories reside in the immi- 
grants and refugees we pass by each day here in 
New Hampshire? What would they say about the 
bittersweet experience of having come to a place 
of opportunity while encountering such a gap 
between who they were and who they might be? 

I’m tempted to suggest a new kind of Sto- 
ryCorps: a vehicle like that heard each Friday 
morning on NHPR, in which people are inter- 
viewed by family and fiiends about their 
distinctive life story. I never manage to listen to 
one without either shedding a tear or laughing 
out loud. But regardless of my reaction, I am 
enriched by having listened. Perhaps we should 
find a way to listen to our new neighbors.

• Manchester mayor endorses Romney: 

Mitt Romney might be faeing the first legit- 
imate ehallenge for the GOP nomination in 
the form of Newt Gingrieh, but he’s still piek- 
ing up big-name support in New Hampshire. 
Romney recently picked up the endorsement 
of Manchester Mayor Ted Gatsas. Gatsas is 
considered by some to be a potential candi- 
date for governor. In Gatsas, Romney picks 
up one of the few big-name remaining unde- 
clared endorsements in the state. “Mitt 
Romney has the skills and the executive 
experience that the next president will need 
to turn around our struggling economy. After 
spending 25 years in the private sector as a 
successful businessman, Mitt knows how to 
balance budgets, fix broken enterprises and 
create jobs. He is also the strongest Repub- 
lican candidate with the best organization 
to take on President Obama in 2012,” Gat- 
sas said in a statement. ‘T am also impressed 
with the time and effort that he has invested 
in New Hampshire. Mitt is running the type 
of traditional grassroots campaign that Gran- 
ite Staters expect from presidential candidates 
and he is working hard to earn the support 
needed to win the primary.” 

• Kamen, others oppose gay marriage 
repeal: New Hampshire inventor extraordi- 
naire Dean Kamen formally joined the effort 
to prevent gay marriage from being repealed 
in New Hampshire. Kamen tops a bipartisan 
list of activists, political leaders and busi- 
ness leaders who are opposing any effort 
to repeal the state’s gay marriage law. The 
group, called Standing Up for NH Families, 
consists of more than 200 state and local lead- 
ers, including former state Supreme Court 
Chief Justice John Broderick, George Bald, 
commissioner of the Department of Resourc- 
es and Economic Development, and Sherry 
Young, president and co-founder of the Rath 
Young and Pignatelli law firm. Visit www. 
standingupfomhfamilies.org. Gov. John 
Lynch signed a law legalizing same-sex mar- 
riage in New Hampshire in 2009. Lawmakers 
are expected to take up a bill next year that 
would repeal the law. 

• Obama grants NH request for disas- 
ter aid: New Hampshire got good news last 
week as President Barack Obama granted 
Gov. John Lynch’s request for a presidential 
declaration making the Granite State eligi- 
ble for federal disaster aid to help cover costs 
resulting from the historic October snow 
storm. The declaration will provide aid to 
help cover the cost of damage to public infra- 
stmcture in Hillsborough and Rockingham 
counties. Communities, the state and FEMA 
assessment teams estimated damage to pub- 
lic infrastmcture in those two counties to be 
nearly $3 million. The snowstorm, which hit 
the region on Halloween weekend, produced 
record snow fall at a time when most trees 
were still covered with leaves. The storm 
caused the second-largest number of utility 
customer power outages in the state’s history. 
“This federal aid will help local communities 
with the cost of responding to and recover- 
ing from this historic storm,” Lynch said in 
a statement. At the height of the storm, more 
than 40 state roads and more than 250 local 


roads were closed or restricted due to downed 
power lines and debris. Some 122 elementary 
and secondary schools were closed statewide, 
many for several days, the release said. A 
total of 12 shelters and six warming stations 
were opened during the storm. The storm also 
knocked out power to about 300,000 custom- 
ers. The storm occurred less than 60 days after 
Tropical Storm Irene caused significant dam- 
age across the state. 

• Developmental Disabilities group hon- 
ors legislators: State Sen. Chuck Morse was 
recently honored as the “Outstanding Legisla- 
tor” for 2011 by the New Hampshire Council 
on Developmental Disabilities. The Coun- 
cil cited Morse’s leadership on the Senate 
Finance Committee during this year’s budget 
negotiations. The Council also lauded Morse’s 
willingness “to be accessible to people with 
disabilities and their families and to listen to 
their concerns,” said Carol Stamatakis, exec- 
utive director of the Council, in a statement. 
Morse, who is chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee, returned to the Senate in 2010, 
after four years away from the Statehouse. 
“I was determined to balance the budget and 
eliminate the deficit, which we did,” Morse 
said in a statement, “but all the while, I kept in 
mind the needs of those individuals and fam- 
ilies who depend so heavily on state services. 
We can’t help everyone as much as we’d like, 
but I am always willing to listen to people. We 
heard some really heart-breaking stories dur- 
ing our budget deliberations, stories that you 
don’t quickly forget.” Rep. Donna Schlach- 
man, D-Exeter, was named the Outstanding 
Legislator in the House, while Linda Quint- 
anilha was honored as the “Advocate of the 
Year.” 

• New program allows more mortgage 
refinancing; beware scams: As of Dec. 1, 
homeowners who are “under water” with 
their mortgages can refinance under the 
Home Affordable Refinance Program. The 
Better Business Bureau is warning residents 
that banks and mortgage companies aren’t the 
only ones gearing up for a rush of applications, 
according to a BBB press release. “Whenever 
there is a new or updated government program 
that may be a bit confusing, scammers come 
out of the woodwork to take advantage of 
that confusion,” said Robert Shomphe, pres- 
ident and CEO of the New Hampshire BBB, 
in a statement. Already, there are hundreds of 
websites claiming to be able to help home- 
owners through the HARP process, but many 
of them are rip-offs and scams, the release 
said. The BBB is warning homeowners who 
are thinking of applying for HARP refinanc- 
ing, to deal directly with your lender first and 
never make payments to anyone other than 
your lender. The BBB says not to pay upfront 
fees to anyone who promises to provide coun- 
seling, or to take care of the paperwork or to 
stop the foreclosure process. Be wary of any- 
one who tells you not to contact your lender, 
an attorney or a credit counselor, or who asks 
for payment by cashier’s check or wire trans- 
fer. Never sign over your deed to anyone 
or allow yourself to be pressured into sign- 
ing something you don’t understand. And be 
particularly careful of look-alike and sound- 
alike websites, the release said. Visit www. 
bbb.org. The changes to the HARP program 


were announced by President Barack Obama 
in October to allow homeowners to refinance 
at lower interest rates, even if their home is 
currently worth less than their mortgage. The 
new rules apply to homeowners who are up to 
date on their payments, and whose loans are 
backed by either FannieMae or FreddieMac. 

• RIP, Andover Rep. Michael Cox: 
State Rep. Sean Cox, R- Andover, died this 
past weekend. “I was saddened to learn of 
the passing of Representative Sean Cox,” 
said Republican State Committee Chairman 
Wayne MacDonald, in a statement. “He was 
a tireless advocate for his constituents and 
fought to advance the Republican principles 
of limited government, low taxes and fiscal 
responsibility. My thoughts and prayers are 
with his family during this difficult time.” 
Cox served on the Science, Technology and 
Energy Committee. As of earlier this week, 
news reports indicated that the circumstances 
of Cox’s death were unclear. House Majority 
Leader D.J. Bettencourt said in a statement he 
was shocked and saddened to learn of Cox’s 


death. 

• Audubon partners with National Wild- 
life Federation: New Hampshire Audubon 
has become the New Hampshire affiliate of 
the National Wildlife Federation. The two 
organizations will remain independent but 
will collaborate on shared conservation, edu- 
cation and policy concerns. The organizations 
will share expertise and resources to ensure 
that New Hampshire’s wildlife and open 
spaces can be enjoyed, said Michael Bartlett, 
New Hampshire Audubon president, in an 
organization press release. NWF affiliates 
are independent organizations that choose to 
affiliate with the Federation. The partnership 
does not change the Audubon’s independent 
tradition dating back to 1914. The National 
Wildlife Federation was founded 75 years ago 
and has four million members and supporters. 
New Hampshire contributes 9,639 members.

Both have distinetly unique and 
interesting messages, but who is listening? 

Gary Johnson; A time maehine. Johnson 
is reportedly eonsidering, at this late stage in 
the game, switehing to Libertarian in the pres- 
idential primary. Who knows how the move 
would turn out, but we’re guessing, given 
what he knows now, that he’d have been bet- 
ter off mnning as a Libertarian from the start. 

Gov. John Lynch: A re-do on edueation 
funding — Lyneh’s proposal for an eduea- 
tion funding amendment was rejeeted by the 
House last month, but there still appears to be 
interest from Republieans to get something 
done. If he eould do it over, his roll-out of 
his proposal might be a bit smoother. We’re 
guessing Lyneh would like to leave the eorner 
offiee as the governor who helped get the edu- 
eation funding issue taken eare of 

William O’Brien: Seven Republiean 
votes. That’s how many votes kept the House 
from overriding Lyneh’s veto of right-to-work 
legislation. O’Brien, the House speaker, need- 
ed seven more Republieans to vote with him 
on this issue. So far, the right-to-work issue 
has been the only major setbaek for O’Brien 
as leader of a House with a massive majority. 
House leaders have said this isn’t the last the 
publie will hear of right-to-work. 


Ovide Lamontagne: Atime shifter. It’s not 
that Lamontagne needs to go baek in time; 
he needs to shift time so that his high popu- 
larity of earlier this year matehes up with the 
aetual gubernatorial eleetion a little less than 
a year from now. Lamontagne would have 
seemingly been unbeatable in the guberna- 
torial raee in the spring and early summer of 
this year when he aehieved kingmaker status 
in the presidential primary, or at least that’s 
what major national news organizations like 
the New York Times were writing. It’s not 
that Lamontagne is neeessarily faltering, but 
he might have peaked a little early. He’s still 
probably the frontrunner in the gubernatorial 
raee, but the field eould be getting mueh more 
erowded soon, with at least one other formi- 
dable player. 

Ted Gatsas: A balanced city budget. A dif- 
ficult budget season is perhaps the one major 
obstacle to Gatsas’ entering the gubernatorial 
race. We also considered giving the Manches- 
ter mayor a time machine so he could go back 
to earlier this year and not say he would serve 
the full two years if re-elected this fall. But 
we weren’t sure he’d say anything different 
at that time. 

Maggie Hassan: A primary. That might 
sound weird, but a serious primary challenge 
might be just what Hassan needs to elevate 
herself into the statewide political discourse. 
Now if the primary challenge came in the 
form of Stonyfield Yogurt CEO Gary Hirsh- 
berg, that’s another story. 

Ray Buckley: Gov. John Lynch to recon- 
sider. It’s not a shot at Maggie Hassan, but 
Buckley’s life would be a whole lot easier if 
Lynch would just run again, for a record fifth 
term. Lynch, who fended off a serious chal- 
lenge from John Stephen in 2010, would be 
extremely difficult to beat in 2012.

Pigs in the wild 

Invasive species’ destructive impact is growing

The pigs are on the loose. 

Not that many of them — maybe 1 00 to 200 — but feral swine 
are living and presumably multiplying in the Granite State, and 
that’s not good news, say wildlife officials. 

Feral swine, wild pigs, razorbacks, wild boar, Russian boar — 
whatever name you choose — are the largest mammalian, exotic, 
invasive species in the country and their size translates into siz- 
able destruction. The presence of feral swine is bad news for 
wildlife, farmers and potentially mankind, thanks to the pigs’ ten- 
dency to carry diseases and parasites. 

The pigs in New Hampshire tend to be concentrated in the Cor- 
nish and Grantham area, though pigs have been found in Littleton 
and Peterborough. Most sightings occur in Grafton, Sullivan and 
Cheshire counties. 

Wild pigs in this country have ties to domestic swine, Eurasian 
or Russian wild boar, and pigs introduced by Spanish explor- 
ers, as well as hybrids of all three. The country has seen feral 
swine numbers expand greatly in the last 30 years, according to 
an article by Tony Musante in the state Fish and Game’s Wildlife 


Journal. Musante works for Wildlife Services in the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 

It’s likely the hogs in New Hampshire escaped Ifom a game 
preserve called Corbin Park that spans 24,000 acres in Cornish, 
Plainfield, Grantham and Newport. Still, officials said the genetic 
makeup of the swine is diverse enough to suggest the pigs didn’t 
all come from the farm. 

“There is a mix,” said Mark Ellingwood, a biologist with the 
state Department of Fish and Game. “There is some diversity in 
the type of pigs encountered. It suggests there may be more than 
one source.” 

The sense is that the majority of the animals in New Hamp- 
shire are of Eurasian background. The Southeast part of the U.S. 
is typified by a spotted variety of swine. There are no native 
Ifee-ranging wild pigs in this country. The Russian boar is a 
wild species that was relocated into this country particularly for 
sporting. Settlers and pioneers introduced pigs in the 1500s and 
allowed them to range freely, then hunting them as a food source. 
The result is an extremely diverse genetic makeup, Ellingwood 
said. 

“It’s quite a soup of different genetics,” Ellingwood said. 

From the perspective of the state Fish and Game Department,

the animals, which typically weigh between 75 and 250 pounds, 
are an invasive exotic mammal. During the past several decades, 
a number of states have seen feral pig populations increase dra- 
matically. Feral swine used to be more restricted to California and 
the southern regions of the country. The largest populations of 
pigs are still in those regions, but through natural expansion and 
purposeful relocation, pigs are on the move. Wild pigs now have 
a presence in northern states, such as Michigan, New York and 
New Hampshire. 
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Biologists want the public to know that pur- 
posefully relocating pigs is ill-advised, illegal, 
and not in the best interest of the rest of the 
environment. They would like to eliminate the 
animals from the landscape entirely. 

Swine are extremely adaptable, as evidenced 
by their ability to survive in places like Mich- 
igan, where biologists hadn’t thought they 
could. In Texas, officials estimate there could 
be 1.5 to 2 million free-ranging pigs. Nation- 
ally, experts suggest there could be more than 
five million animals, Ellingwood said. 

Ellingwood said they are considered the 
most significant exotic mammalian pest spe- 
cies in the U.S. Populations are isolated in New 
Hampshire, as they are in states like New Jer- 
sey, New York and Pennsylvania. But there 
is plenty of concern about the pigs’ ability to 
reproduce and grow in numbers quickly — 
they are perhaps the most reproductive large 
mammal on the globe. As early as six months 
old, pigs can reproduce. They can produce 
anywhere from three to 13 piglets per birthing 
event, and they can reproduce more than twice 
per year, officials said. 

‘They have the capacity to expand very 
quickly,” Ellingwood said. “In addition, our 
landscape is not adapted to their presence.” 

Ellingwood said pigs can affect sensitive 
plant communities. Aggressive omnivores 
with few predators, pigs consume pretty much 
all forms of plant material, much of which — 
acorns, berries and beech nuts — other species 
depend on. About 90 percent of their diet is 
vegetative, though they will also eat insects, 
frogs, salamanders, earthworms, and eggs from 
ground nesting birds, like turkey and grouse. 

Wild pigs could alter populations of deer and 
other animals that consume acorns and berries. 
Reports also indicate feral swine have been 
known to attack and eat deer fawns. They’ll 
also eat sensitive species, such as salamanders. 

“They have the capacity to more or less go 
through areas and forage so efficiently and 
with such a dramatic impact that they could 
have a very negative impact on our species,” 
Ellingwood said. 

Musante wrote that in Florida feral swine 
have caused major problems with several spe- 
cies, including sea turtles — swine eat the eggs 
in sea turtle nests. Super-competitive and vora- 
cious eaters, feral swine can all but eliminate 
needed food sources for other species, such as 
deer and black bear. 

“You can see that if they are in high abun- 
dance, they can impact sensitive species,” 
Ellingwood said. 

Pigs can have a big impact on the ground as 
well. They turn over soil aggressively, a behav- 
ior called rooting. 

“They essentially go through the woods like 
mechanized cultivators,” Ellingwood said. 
“They’re turning over soil, disrupting roots, 
exposing the land to erosion.” 

Their rooting behavior can cause destmction 
in the soil from 6 inches to 2 feet deep. Rooting 
can be a big issue in wetlands, where pigs can 
easily pull out roots and tubers and create wal- 
lows where they can bask in the mud. They can 
create contamination in the wetlands, turbidity, 
as well as deposits of E. coli and fecal matter, 
“all of which contribute to a reduction in the 
quality of wetland resources,” Ellingwood said. 

Wild pigs cany disease risks as well. They 
are said to carry as many as 30 different diseases 
and 37 different parasites, some of which can be 
contracted by humans. There was a significant 
E. coli contamination in California a few years 
ago caused by feral swine, Ellingwood said. 

They have the capacity to serve as a very 


effective reservoir of foreign animal diseas- 
es, including perhaps foot and mouth disease, 
which was eradicated from the continent 
through great expense in the early 1900s. If it 
were to reoccur, it could be difficult to control 
given the reservoir of free-ranging pigs in this 
country, Ellingwood said. 

“We would be hard-pressed to successfully 
deal with the disease as we have in the past,” 
Ellingwood said. 

Farmers would have reason to be concerned, 
since pigs can cause significant damage to all 
agricultural crops, by their rooting and tram- 
pling. The pigs can have a major impact on 
forests as well, in that they rub and scrape trees, 
while also consuming vegetation. 

Nationally, Musante wrote that feral swine 
behavior results in about $1.5 billion in agri- 
cultural and environmental damage each year. 
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Eliminating the pigs 

In Ellingwood’s estimation, there’s no bene- 
fit to having the pigs around. 

So far officials in New Hampshire have tried 
trapping pigs and in some instances dispatch- 
ing the animals. There is a small community of 
people who pursue the pigs for food. The ani- 
mals are technically the property of the source, 
which is presumed to be Corbin Park. 

The free-ranging pigs in New Hampshire, 
however, are not Fish and Game’s to manage. 
If people want to hunt them, they need a valid 
hunting license, and permission from the source. 
According to reports, Corbin Park will grant 
permission, though it doesn’t claim ownership. 
The farm has been a good partner in the effort to 
contain the population, Ellingwood said. 

“It’s not a species we manage,” Ellingwood 
said. “We don’t have regulatory authority 
over feral hogs or wild pigs. Quite honestly, I 
wouldn’t advocate for a season, because that 
gives value to the species. We don’t want to 
assign them a value.... We don’t want to estab- 
lish them as a managed species. We’d like to 
eliminate the species.” 

Don’t mess with them 

Physically, wild pigs are imposing. But peo- 
ple shouldn’t be concerned that the animals 
will attack. If they are backed into a comer, 
they can be formidable, but as a mle they aren’t 
interested in conflict with humans. 

“They are extremely shy,” Ellingwood said. 
“They would typically flee from the presence 
of a person.” 

There’s little potential for a pig to seek out 
a physical encounter with a person, but again, 
if they were backed into a comer or injured, or 
if someone tried to grab one, “[the pig] would 
end up on the high side of the exchange,” 
Ellingwood said. 

Pigs, particularly males, which are called 
boars, have tusks they use competitively in 
fights for dominance with other males. They 
have sharp teeth and typically weigh in the 
range of 75 to 250 pounds. They’re also smart, 
fast and evasive. Coloring varies, but most are 
brown or black. Once wild pigs reach about 40 
pounds, they are pretty much free of any sub- 
stantial predation in the natural environment. 

Males tend to be solitary animals outside of 
the breeding season, but females, called sows, 
often congregate in groups of two or three oth- 
er females, along with piglets and “sub-adult” 
males, Musante wrote. 

If landowners have property damage in New 
Hampshire due to feral swine, the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will help by trapping and 
shooting hogs, Musante wrote. To report feral 
swine damage, call Tony Musante at 223-6832.

e JIow did you come up with the 
^idea for this book? 

# I am a retired minister and I 
have lived in New London for 30 years. 
I was at the parish for 23 years. ... I retired and 
I went baek to sehool at age 55 to the Boston 
Graduate Sehool of Psyehoanalysis. ... The 
book initially eame from that dissertation. ... 

So what made you delve into this topic? 

In 2003, 1 sat bolt upright in the middle of the 
night having listened to George Bush address 
troops at Fort Hood in Texas. ... Even though 
he was saying Muslims were good, wonder- 
ful people, he was also ineiting a kind of war 
between Christianity and Islam. That’s what I 
thought was going on, so ... I started to look 
into the language of it. There’s a linguist out of 
the University of California at Berkeley, and 
he, [George Lakoff], posits that ... that Repub- 
lieans tend to be striet parents and Demoerats 
tend to be nurturing parents. . . . That’s not liter- 
ally true. We’re a mixture of nurtured and striet. 
There are soft sides and hard sides to all of us, 
but you ean only be one thing at a time about 
a speeifie issue. ... I wanted to see if Lakoff 
was eorreet, so I examined the language of the 
debates of 2000 and 2004. [Steeker developed 
a system for eoding and seoring “striet parent” 
language and “nurturing parent” language.] ... 
George Bush used more striet parent language 
than A1 Gore did, and Gore used more nurtur- 
ing parent language. . . . 

[Stecker spotted a religious component] 
The striet parent words were eloser to reli- 
gious words for Republieans. [For Republieans], 
there is a striet parent, hierarehieal and judgmen- 
tal God, and nurturing parents have more of a 
pastoral, kinder God, a less elearly defined God, 
the liberal Unitarian view. I diseovered that there 
were ... stealth religious words and often times 
they invoked judgment and fear. ... I suggested 
that they were aimed at speaking to the ehild in 
the adult, beeause tmst is a eonsidered deeision; 
fear is not. I saw patterns in Bush’s speeeh, in 
[John MeCain], with Sarah Palin ... Diek Cheney. 

And the religious side of this,,. 

The religious right exereised its foot soldiers 
and began to take on Republiean eandidates and 
pressure them for more moralist religious posi- 
tions, against abortion ... for sehool prayer. . . . 

What are you seeing right now in the presi- 
dential primary? 

Right now they’re going around and they’re 
very mueh tippy-toeing around [Mitt Rom- 
ney’s] religion. . . . Nobody’s talking about it. 
Most think [Mormonism] is Christian. It’s not. 
It’s a derivative. 

So are things a little different this time 
around? 

Fundamentalists are really seared of Rom- 
ney. Beeause he doesn’t represent them. 



They don’t know 
what he represents. 
They don’t know 
Mormonism. 

[Stecker touched 
on the language 
some Republicans 
have used,] 

. . . [Newt] Gin- 


grieh wrote to 
eonservatives in 1984 that language matters. 
[Gingrieh listed words that] should be applied 
against politieal opponents and instrueted 
them to memorize as many words as possible, 
“deeay” ... “failure” ... “liberal” ... “traitor” ... 
“destruetive” ... “bizarre.” ... That sounds like 
the language Bush was using. . . . Palin ealled 
[President Baraek Obama] a false prophet. That 
is a signal of the end of times. That’s where I 
ean read between the lines. 


What about Democrats? Are they not using 
the same rhetoric? 

They ean’t get their aet together. They’re 
pathetie. Obama is a very sophistieated theo- 
logian. Now, I am not a Republiean. I listened 
to Obama talk about his vision and if that’s not 
his aetual belief, than he has an extremely good 
speeeh writer. He talked about a forgiving and 
loving God. . . . 

So are Democrats losing the messaging war 
in this case? 

Obama has adopted some of the taeties of the 
Republieans by appealing to hope and ehange. 

So sort of the converse? 

Yeah, he took a page out of their book and 
used it against them.

[Stecker touched on why he wrote the book,] 

I wanted to reeapture the word “religion” 
.... The word “religion” finds its roots in Latin, 
“lagio.” It’s the root of the word “ligament”.... The 
word “ligament”’ means the tissue that eonneets 
one bone to another. Religion means to be bound 
together. And it’s the very thing that’s not happen- 
ing in the politieal diseourse. . . . We need to pay 
more attention to the faet that we’re bound to eaeh 
other. . . . We need to find other things other than 
tragedy that unite us. — Jeff Mucciarone

For Me: Getting baek to Santa and the Tooth 
Fairy, for Els to make me his agent — ’eause 
I’ll take the 2 pereent on the $150 million or so 
he’ll get.

Old 45 record: Ancient listening 
device from the days of vinyl that actual- 
ly was the forerunner to what Steve Jobs 
wrought with iPad. It let you buy your 
favorite song without having to buy the 
whole album, which all changed with the 
advent of The Beatles. Made it tough on 
the knees, as you had to get up and flip 
the record over every four minutes to hear 
what was on the B-side of the disc. Made 
its last stand as a consumer product at the 
infamous Disco Night in Chicago where- 
in the White Sox eventually had to forfeit 
the game. 

Joe Kapp: Long forgotten NFLer and 
only man to play in a Super Bowl, CFL 
Grey Cup game and the Rose Bowl.

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How the state’s prep schools 
! creating the next g’^neratiofi 
^ T of Jiasketball stars

Basketball, like jazz, is a distinetly Ameriean invention. Sprung 
from the mind of Dr. James Naismith in 1891, the game is now export- 
ed around the world. Yet along the way eertain plaees have eome to 
symbolize basketball’s evolution: Springfield, Mass., New York City’s 
Rueker Park, Hiekory, Indiana, Chieago’s South Side, the University of 
Miehigan eirea 1991, and, of eourse. New Hampshire’s Lakes Region. 

This last entry is not a typo. Eaeh year, seores of the nation’s most 
talented and highly regarded high sehool basketball players enroll to 
study amid the rolling hills and stone buildings of New Hampshire’s 
famous prep sehools. More speeifieally, three sehools — Brewster 
Aeademy, Tilton Sehool and New Hampton Sehool — have beeome 
the epieenter of high sehool basketball in Ameriea. 


This is not hyperbole. In its 2011-2012 Five Star Basketball preseason 
Top 25, Sports Illustrated magazine ranked Wolfeboro’s Brewster 
Aeademy number 1 , Tilton Sehool number 3 and New Hampton Sehool 
number 8, beating out sehools in Las Vegas, Chieago and Texas. When 
Tilton plays Brewster in January, the game will be televised on ESPN. 
Brewster’s Miteh MeGary will play his eollege basketball next year 
at the University of Miehigan. He is being ealled the sehooTs biggest 
reeruit in a deeade. 

And yet no one seems to notiee. At many games eollege reeruiters 
outnumber fans. Part of this is by design. The other part is due to a 
eonfluenee of eireumstanees that makes the situation possible while 
simultaneously ensuring it is never popular. 
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In the beginning... 

These sehools play in the New England Pre- 
paratory Sehool Athletie Couneil (NEPSAC), 
whieh “eonsists of four Distriet organizations, 
eaeh of whieh operates with some autonomy 
in guiding the development of polieies and 
proeedures related to athletie eompetition 
within the Distriet,” aeeording to the league’s 
website, nepsae.org. Last year, aeeording to 
Jason Smith, head eoaeh at Brewster, 80 kids 
in the NEPSAC signed with Division I eol- 
lege basketball programs, whieh is the highest 
level of eollege basketball. 

“The NEPSAC is the most eompetitive 
prep sehool league in the eountry,” said Jer- 
emy Leveille, who eovers New Hampshire 
high sehool sports for NH Notebook, nhnote- 
book.eom. “If you ean play in the NEPSAC, 
you ean play anywhere. 

“Kids eome from all over the eountry,” 
Leveille eontinued. “In faet, most of the tal- 
ent is from outside of New Hampshire.” 

The roster of New Hampton’s basketball 
team ineludes players from California, Kan- 
sas, Massaehusetts, Delaware, Utah, Virginia 
and Canada and Mike Auger, the lone repre- 
sentative of the Granite State. 

“They’re essentially all-star teams,” Lev- 
eille said. 

Most men’s programs at these schools have 
a Varsity A team and a Varsity B team (some- 
times called JVA), according to Tyler York, 
who previously worked as an athletic trainer 
at New Hampton School. The Varsity A team 
consists of high-level recruits, while the Var- 
sity B team is more like your traditional high 
school basketball team. This ensures every 
kid, even ones who aren’t college basketball 
prospects, a chance to play high school hoops. 
Varsity B teams have always existed. What is 
a relatively new phenomenon is the explosion 
of talent on these Varsity A squads. 

No one seems to know exactly how this all 
got started, but Leo Papile has a theory. As the 
head coach of the Boston Amateur Basketball 
Club (BABC) since the late 1970s, Papile is 
an almost mythical figure within high school 
basketball. He’s coached such NBA stars as 
Patrick Ewing, won numerous AAU (Ama- 
teur Athletic Union) national championships 
and was once employed by the Boston Celtics. 

“We sort of pioneered the whole thing in 
1983 when we sent Eugene Miles, a great 
player from Dorchester, up to New Hamp- 
ton,” Papile said. Miles went on to star at 
Cleveland State University. 

A player like Miles was typical of the early 
years of the prep school migration. A talented 
player would spend his career at his local high 
school and then go off to a prep school for a 
post-graduate year. Most times this was because 
the player needed additional academic help. 

When handing out a scholarship for more 
than $40,000 a year, colleges want to make 
sure the kid they are recruiting will suc- 
ceed. While that obviously means success 
on the court, it also means making grades in 
the classroom. Prep schools, because of their 
smaller classes (most prep schools have total 
enrollments around 200 to 300 kids) and abil- 
ity to give one-on-one attention, have long 
been places of redemption for academic 
underachievers, according to Jason Hickman, 
national basketball writer and editor for Max- 
preps, com, an affiliate of CBSSports.com that 
covers high school sports. 

“It is a tremendous avenue for kids,” Hick- 
man said. “They can get away from home and 
hone their skills in the classroom and on the 
court.” 


In fact, one of the reasons these schools 
don’t do more self-promotion in terms of their 
basketball teams is that they already have 
outstanding reputations as academic insti- 
tutions and they don’t want to over- shadow 
that, according to Will McCulloch, director 
of communications at New Hampton School. 

But over time word got out that these 
youngsters were thriving both academically 
and athletically. Suddenly everyone, not just 
kids who needed help in the classroom, want- 
ed to be part of the action. A talent surplus 
was bom. 

Why they come 

A player like Mitch McGary is going to 
be noticed no matter where he plays. But for 
every McGary, there are six or seven bor- 
derline Division I prospects. These are the 
ones who benefit most from the prep school 
experience. 

One of the major enticements of play- 
ing for a prep school (including other New 
Hampshire prep schools such as Kimball 
Union Academy, Phillips Exeter Academy or 
Proctor Academy) is that a player is able to 
reclassify, according to Leveille. This means 
someone who plays his freshman and sopho- 
more years at a public high school and then 
transfers to a prep school can repeat his soph- 
omore year. While conventional wisdom says 
kids don’t want to repeat a grade, the opposite 
is tme in basketball. 

“It happens all the time where a kid repeats 
the year he just did or does a post-graduate 
year,” Leveille said. “This allows you to com- 
pete against kids a year younger than you but 
also lets you mature physically. It also gives 
colleges an extra year to recmit you.” 

To get a coveted college scholarship, a 
player has to be seen. And visibility is much 
greater at these prep schools. Leveille said at 
a championship New Hampshire Interscho- 
lastic Athletic Association (NHIAA) game 
there may be recmiters from schools like 
Colby- Sawyer, Plymouth State and Daniel 
Webster College, teams that play a Division 
III schedule. While Leveille said Division III 
basketball is nothing to sneeze at, there are 
simply more recruiters at NEPSAC games. 

College recruiters are attracted to players 
from these programs because those schools 
mimic the college experience. 

“They’ve already been away from home 
and been in a structured environment with 
everything from study halls to mandatory 
weightlifting programs,” Smith said. 

For college recruiters, like Xavier Universi- 
ty assistant coach Travis Steele, prep schools 
are fertile ground for players who can make 
the transition to the next level. Two players 
from Brewster Academy, Semaj Christon and 
Jalen Reynolds, will be joining Steele and 
head coach Chris Mack at Xavier next year. 

“For all of these guys the transition will 
be easier because they’re essentially play- 
ing against Division I talent every day,” 
Steele said. “At a traditional high school, a 
guy might be 6 ’9” but the next tallest guys 
he’s going up against is 6’2”. At these schools 
you’re practicing against equal talent every 
day and definitely getting that competition in 
games.” 

Case in point: there are six players on New 
Hampton’s team who are 6 ’7” or taller. In 
the past, there may have been an incredibly 
talented basketball player in a small Ohioan 
town. Unfortunately, he might go all season 
and compete against one player as talented as 
him. Yet when Tilton plays Brewster all of the 


players have Division I talent. 

“This raises the level of these players,” 
Leveille said. 

That competition is intense and not every- 
one can handle the pressure. Hickman said 
even that is functional. 

“It is part of the natural weeding out pro- 
cess,” Hickman said. “Some kids rest on their 
laurels. Others are good but not great. Not 
everyone is meant to be a star.” 

Steele said the constant challenge against 
such talent is an instant reality check for play- 
ers. Everyone at the Division I college level 
has talent. Talent isn’t enough. Hard work 
both on and off the court is needed for suc- 
cess and Steele said prep schools prepare kids 
for that. 

Steele also said he is looking for kids who 
are willing to work and aren’t afraid of a chal- 
lenge. He said competing against the best at a 
prep school shows him a kid isn’t afraid. 

Why it works 

At major universities basketball games 
draw sold-out crowds in the tens of thou- 
sands and are major money-makers. But prep 
schools’ tiny gyms allow for maybe a few 
hundred fans and the games are free anyway. 
How then does a prep school benefit from 
having an exceptional basketball program? 

“At Tilton we like to excel at everything we 
do,” said Tilton’s head coach Marcus O’Neil. 

O’Neil said every program, whether it’s 
the science department or choir, strives for 
excellence. The basketball team is no dif- 
ferent. This desire to excel attracts players 
to the school. They are able to stay because 
of the community nature of prep schools and 
the fact that sports teams aren’t isolated from 
the rest of the school — students and ath- 
letes blend. In fact, it is often mandatory for 
a student to play a team sport, which bridges 
the gap as everyone, regardless of talent lev- 
el, is a student- athlete. Kids who may have 
only played basketball at their former schools 
find themselves exposed to new opportuni- 
ties, according to Tara Brisson, head coach of 
Tilton’s women’s basketball team. Some may 
play guitar while the star football player is 
also in the school play. 

“We have such a diverse student body that 
nothing is quote-unquote uncool,” Brisson 
said. “The kids can be who they want to be.” 

The transition is made easier because at 
prep schools everyone, not just athletes, is 
typically coming from somewhere else. Sure, 
it might be difficult for an inner-city kid to 
adapt to life in Tilton. But that adaption is no 
more difficult than the adjustment of one of 
the Chinese or Korean students who is also 
learning a new language, according to O’Neil. 

This melting pot of national and inter- 
national students is one of the reasons 
basketball players are able to fit in so eas- 
ily. It is also the reason there are few fans 
at the games. At a local high school, people 
come to cheer the kids they’ve known for 
years. At these schools, most of the play- 
ers are from elsewhere, so local residents 
do not know them. 

Technology has helped basketball players 
know more about these schools. Smith said 
Facebook and other social media have played 
a major role in making rural areas like Wolfe- 
boro and New Hampton less remote. 

Another benefit for the players at a prep 
school is that they live on campus and so they 
have access to basketball courts, weight training 
and healthy dining all the time. At New Hamp- 
ton, for example, players can be found in the 
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Wayne Selden, Goodluck Okonoboh, Georges Niang, Nerlens Noel and Domonique Bull. Cour- 
tesy photo. 


gym during the spring and fall, as well as doing 
individual workouts and strength and eondi- 
tioning. In the winter, as at most high sehools, 
they typieally praetiee two hours a day 

Fitting in 

In any sehool that has a national spotlight 
on its sports stars, there is the potential for 
resentment from the other students who may 
say that so-and-so eould never have gotten 
into the sehool if he didn’t play basketball. 
While this may be true in some plaees, Peter 
Hutehins, head eoaeh at New Hampton, said 
there is nothing of the kind at New Hampton. 

“Maybe if they were treated differently this 
might happen,” Hutehins said. “But every- 
one at New Hampton is held to the same 
standards. There are no speeial privileges.” 

Hutehins was validated by York, who 
also a taught a elass on sustainability at the 
sehool. 

“One hundred pereent athletes are treat- 
ed like students,” York said. “These sehools 
pride themselves on edueation.” 

Yet most students who eome are repeating 
a sehool year. While reelassifying helps the 
player on the eourt, does it stunt his learn- 
ing? Repeating a year might be benefieial as 
far as musele growth and dribbling skills, but 
what does it do as far as intelleetual stimula- 
tion? The answer, aeeording to Hutehins, is a 
lot. To begin with, he said, sehools like New 
Hampton offer sueh a diversity of eourses 
that although a student may be repeating a 
grade, he wouldn’t be repeating a elass. Stu- 
dents ean also partake in the International 
Baeealaureate Diploma Program, whieh is a 
two-year program meant to prepare students 
for an intereonneeted, globalized world. 

This eombination must be working, as 
New Hampton eurrently has three gradu- 
ates playing in the Ivy League, aeeording to 
MeCulloeh, the sehool’s direetor of eommu- 
nieation. Pat Saunders of Gilford is a senior 
at Prineeton, Mike Hewlett is at Penn, and 
Jon Daniels at Columbia. 

The women’s game 

While there is great emphasis on the men’s 
game, more and more women are being 
reemited by and leaving for prep sehools. 
Third-year eoaeh Tara Brisson is working 
hard to establish a program at Tilton Sehool. 
She is eurrently drawing talent from a more 
loealized pool, as several players are from 
New Hampshire and many more are from 
Massaehusetts. Her style is paying off. In 
her first season, the team won 19 games. 


and most reeently they made the finals of the 
NEPAC Class 3 tournament. This year’s team 
will have five players playing basketball in 
eollege, three on seholarships, ineluding eap- 
tain Kaley Marston of Bow, who will play at 
Brandeis University next year. 

“Coming here was the best deeision of my 
life,” said Marston, who left Bow High Sehool 
after her freshman year for Bishop Brady High 
Sehool before landing in Tilton. “The environ- 
ment is awesome. And at prep sehool, sports 
aren’t as politieal. You play beeause you’re 
good. Not beeause your dad’s the eoaeh.” 

Marston speaks with maturity. She under- 
stands basketball is a means to an end but 
it is also one she loves. She doesn’t feel 
like she’s saerifieed anything during her 
tour from sehool to sehool — instead she’s 
gained the world. She said she has been able 
to stay in eontaet with her ehildhood friends 
while forging speeial bonds with her Tilton 
teammates. 

It is a bond shared by Brisson, who said 
she aets as a parent for the kids who are away 
from home. For her part, Brisson wanted to 
be a head eoaeh, whieh is why she turned 
down a luerative offer to be the first assis- 
tant at the University of Maine and instead 
took the helm at Tilton. She said high sehool 
students are like sponges, absorbing her 
teaehing on basketball and on how to be a 
good person. She is not alone in this feeling. 

“I like the round-the-eloek responsibility,” 
O’Neil said. “I’m more than just a basketball 
eoaeh.” 

Being more than a eoaeh helps alleviate 
some of the pressure felt by eollege eoaehes 
whose eareers and livelihoods are defined by 
wins and losses. Even though O’Neil knows 
Brewster and New Hampton are going to be 
eompetitive eaeh year he doesn’t feel like he 
has to be ehampion to keep his job. In faet, he 
wants those sehools to be great. He said every- 
one who eoaehes in the New England Class 3 
has a eertain level of eompetitiveness. He said 
it wouldn’t be fun to roll over opponents. 

How they get there 

Yet teams still want to win. To do that they 
must reeruit the best players. Sueeess breeds 
future sueeess. Coaeh Smith said this season 
he reeeived more than 500 inquiries from 
players interested in playing ball at Brewster. 
Coaehes like Smith are in advantageous posi- 
tion. They have the best of the best knoeking 
on their door. But Smith said he reeruits peo- 
ple who will sueeeed at Brewster, not just the 
best basketball players. He said he reeruits 
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Kaley Marston will play at Brandeis University next year. Courtesy photo. 


character first and foremost. He said each 
incoming player must present three recom- 
mendations from teachers. He is looking for 
motivation and citizenship. 

“There is no magic wand,” Smith said. “To 
succeed a kid needs academics, character and 
maturity.” 

While character is important, size is still 
king and is the first thing you notice when 
you walk into the gym, according to Hick- 
man. From there it gets tougher and what 
coaches want and need varies. 

O’Neil said recmiting happens on a multi- 
tiered track. He said inquiries come from 
students and coaches and that he actively 
recruits. O’Neil said his focus is more region- 
ally based. He is active in the hotbed of Boston 
hoops. Several of O’Neil’s players also play for 
Papile’s team in Boston during the summer. 

“There’s some regional pride there,” 
O’Neil said. 

While schools like New Hampton, Tilton 
and Brewster have national reputations, which 
talented players they score still has a lot to do 
with word of mouth. Much of this comes from 
former players who move on to big-time col- 
lege programs and spread the gospel of their 
former prep school. Thus was the case with 
Brady Momingstar. Momingstar came from 
Lawrence, Kan., to New Hampton during 
the 2005-2006 season. Momingstar went on 
to win a national championship as a member 
of the University of Kansas Jayhawks. One of 
the assistant coaches of the Jayhawks is Dan- 
ny Manning, a former NBA all-star and one of 
the single greatest college basketball players 
of all time. Manning’s son, Evan, is now play- 
ing at New Hampton. 

While post-graduate players are nice, 
Hutchins is making an effort to recmit 
younger players so that he can have more 
time to mold them both on and off the court. 
The added years also give continuity to the 
program, reducing the need to re-teach the 
offense and defense each year to an end- 
less carousel of talented post-grads. This 
means, however, that the players Hutchins is 
recmiting are incredibly young, yet he said 
it wasn’t difficult to identify talent even in 
these youngest of youngsters. The challenge 
arises, according to Hutchins, when they 
play a team filled with post-graduates who 
are stronger both physically and emotionally. 

This youthful migration doesn’t seem to be 
a fad, either. Of the top 100 high school play- 
ers in the country. Smith said 45 percent go 
to prep schools or independent day schools. 

Since these teams are essentially all-star 


teams, does the issue of playing time ever 
come up? The ninth man on New Hampton’s 
team could probably start for every NHIAA 
team, so does that player ever complain about 
minutes? Hutchins said he neutralizes this by 
being as honest as possible during recmiting. 

“I’m honest with the kids,” Hutchins said. 
“I tell them playing time is earned through 
hard work.” 

Prep school coaches are not easily impressed 
by national accolades. They are not apt to 
indulge the egos of these blossoming stars. 

“The first few months is about humbling 
them,” Smith said. “I remind them they’re 
probably not as good as they think they are. 

“I get a lot of calls from kids saying they’re 
the 12th-ranked eighth-grader in the coun- 
try,” Smith continued. “I tell them that plus 
75 cents will buy you a cup of coffee.” 

The reason is that no matter how talented 
these players are, there is still a long way from 
that initial talent to later success. There are 
innumerable hurdles on the journey to becom- 
ing a professional basketball player. In fact, 
even at Brewster the idea is still more a dream 
than a guarantee. Smith, who is in his 12th year 
with the program, said during the first seven 
years he had 60 to 65 kids go off to Division I 
schools. Yet only two have made the NBA and 
they were end-of-the-bench players. 

Changing culture 

With still such a small chance of making 
it to the big time, is all the effort — leaving 
behind your family, playing basketball 24/7 
— worth it? Has basketball become a career 
for some of these kids? 

Gone are the days of kids’ playing a dif- 
ferent sport each season. More and more 
specialize in one sport at a young age, hop-

ing to wring every ounee of benefit out of 
the sport. This isn’t exelusive to basketball. 
Many prep sehools have formidable hoekey 
and football programs as well. Yet Brewster’s 
Smith still eneourages kids to play multiple 
sports, beeause the different movements train 
different museles. And Papile said when he 
was growing up, in a previous era, he still 
played basketball every day. 

More important than just the players’ 
foeus on basketball is the eulture’s foeus on 
the players. Basketball is a multi-billion-dol- 
lar industry. In the 10 years he has eovered 
high sehool sports for Maxpreps.eom, Hiek- 
man said, media attention and awareness has 
exploded tenfold. 

Shoe eompanies, like Nike and Adidas, 
spend big money to make sure the best players 
wear their logos. There are eountless websites 
like Hiekman’s own Maxpreps.eom, as well as 
espn.eom, rivals.eom. New England Basketball 
Reeruiting Report, ete., that foeus entirely on 
high sehool athletes. Leveille said he has heard 
of sites that analyze middle sehoolers. He’s 
heard of a seventh-grader reelassifying and that 
one former prep sehool star had reelassified 
so many times he was a 20-year-old playing 
against 15 -year-olds. 

There is also the question of whether these 
kids are beeoming better basketball players. 
It is undeniable they are better athletes. But 
basketball is a game of skills honed through 
eonstant praetiee. Today’s players play more 
than 20 games with their high sehool teams, 
then an additional 60 games or so with their 
AAU or elub teams. Tilton will play in tour- 
naments in Illinois, Florida, West Virginia, 
Massaehusetts and Rhode Island. All of those 
games and all of that travel leaves less time 
for shooting jumpers. 

“It’s a hot topie out there,” Hiekman said, 
“that by traveling and playing so many 
games instead of praetieing kids are losing 
the fundamentals. There’s a lot of smart peo- 
ple looking into this.” 

Yet with all of the travel and the eon- 
stant praetiee, the kids who are on the team, 
regardless of where their home town is, 
are able to form a strong and lasting bond, 
a bond many wouldn’t trade for the world, 
aeeording to Leveille. 

And while it may be eontroversial for 
young basketball prospeets to be shipped 
away from home to work on their eraft, it 
is not uneommon throughout the rest of the 
world. In faet, in this respeet Ameriea is 
playing eateh up, aeeording to Hiekman. It 
is eommon in Europe for a 14- or 15 -year- 


old tennis, golf or soeeer prodigy to enter an 
aeademy where sehool is seeondary to sport. 
At least our prep sehools are, as deseribed by 
Papile, “legitimate aeademie institutions.” 

Worth it 

For many all of these life ehanges are 
worth it. With the eost of tuition (out-of-state 
tuition for MeGary’s University of Miehi- 
gan is $37,265, aeeording to U.S. News and 
World Report), rising in no eorrelation with 
people’s ineomes, why wouldn’t a student 
and his or her parents do whatever possible 
to get a eollege seholarship? 

That being said, prep sehools aren’t eheap 
either. In faet, aeeording to boardingsehool- 
review.eom, the average yearly tuition at a 
boarding sehool is $42,500. Now most stu- 
dents, and espeeially most players reeruited 
for basketball, aren’t paying that fee. Smith 
said Brewster gives no athletie or merit-based 
seholarships. However, it does offer fmaneial 
aid on a need basis, whieh he said was stan- 
dard amongst New Hampshire prep sehools. 

“No one on our team gets 100 pereent 
finaneial aid,” Smith said. “Everyone is mak- 
ing some eommitment to be here.” 

Brisson said basketball often appeals to 
poorer kids beeause it has low overhead. 

“All you need is a ball and a pair of sneak- 
ers,” Brisson said, as opposed to the limitless 
gear in football, hoekey and baseball. 

As a result, more of these kids may need 
finaneial aid. But for many kids who may 
be at risk, leaving a negative home situation 
behind for the idyllie life of prep sehool ean 
literally be a life-saver, aeeording to Papile. 
He said matehing a kid to a sehool has little 
to do with basketball. It is finding an aeadem- 
ie and fmaneial fit. He said some families are 
ready to write a eheek for $40,000 while oth- 
ers ean only do $400. 

Not for everyone 

Of eourse prep sehool isn’t for everyone.

Merrimack High School’s Dimitri Floras was 
a first team all- state player as a sophomore, 
according to nhnotebook.com. Perhaps for 
many of the reasons previously mentioned, 
Floras transferred to Kimball Union Acad- 
emy in Plainfield. After only a few months 
there, he returned to Merrimack. 

“There are a lot of reasons a player might 
not like prep school,” Leveille said. “Many are 
in the boonies of New Hampshire and western 
Mass. The kid might not like living away from 
home so young. He might not like the coach. 
Or maybe he was a star at his local high school 
and now isn’t getting any playing time.” 

Tilton’s Brisson said she has had kids 
come who love Tilton but aren’t ready to 
make the needed commitment to basketball. 
In these cases, the girls may play JV basket- 
ball, which is less intense, instead. But she 
said since women’s basketball is on the rise, 
more want to come and to play. 

If all of these players are going to prep 
schools it means they are leaving some- 
where else. As a result public leagues, like 
the NHIAA, are suffering. Especially since 
this trend is for younger and younger players. 
For years, according to Leveille, kids played 
their four years at their public high school 
and then went to a prep school for a post- 
graduate year. Now they’re leaving earlier. 

There was a time in New Hampshire when 
the top talent played for their hometown 
school. Some, like Concord’s Matt Bonner, 
went onto play Division I basketball and 
even found their way to the NBA. But now 
stars like Kaleb Tarezewski of Claremont are 
moving on to prep schools. Tarezewski plays 
at St. Mark’s School in Massachusetts. 

As he’s traveled the country for Maxpreps. 
com, Hickman has talked with public high 
schools about this trend. He said some were 
bitter about losing their top talents. But he 
said the ones with the best interest of the kids 
at heart are open to the way things are going 
because it can really put the kid in the right 
situation. The reason: it works. 

Influence 

Many of these players attend prep school 
to get a chance at a Division I scholarship. 
But when the time comes, and they are lucky 


enough to have several options, their coach 
must play a critical role in helping them 
make their decision. But for O’Neil there is 
no more pressure in these decisions than with 
any other student at Tilton who is participat- 
ing in the competitive admissions process. 
At prep schools, coaches have other jobs as 
well. O’Neil, who holds a master’s degree 
in social work, is the associate director of 
college counseling. In this position he gets 
pressure from all types of parents who want 
their kids to get into the best school possible. 

O’Neil said he works with the families 
on this big decision and often reminds them 
that the best fit — the school the student 
will be happiest at — isn’t always the most 
prestigious. 

These prep schools just happen to be pres- 
tigious. But when the whistle blows and the 
game is on, none of that matters. In New 
Hampton’s recent victory over the Winchen- 
don School there was a burst of brilliant 
basketball in the second half that altered the 
outcome of the game. The run was spear- 
headed by sophomore guard Jared Terrell. 

When Terrell hit a pivotal three-pointer he 
turned to the crowd, made up almost entire- 
ly of his classmates, and flashed a grin from 
ear to ear. In that instant it didn’t matter what 
his hometown was or what his ranking was 
on espn.com or what colleges were recruiting 
him. In that moment, he was just a kid doing 
what he loves.

Northern Ballet is back 

Founder Doreen Cafarella has high standards for stage

For the first time sinee 2005, the Northern 
Ballet Theatre Dance Centre will stage a per- 
formance of The Nutcracker. The reason for 
the hiatus: founder Doreen Cafarella will not 
settle for anything less than the best. She has 
nothing to worry about this time. 

It has been a long journey for Cafarella 
toward her goal of bringing the art of dance 
to New Hampshire. She knows Nashua has 
a great symphony and wonderful youth and 
community theater. But she believes in the 
power of movement. Upon her retirement 
from the Boston Ballet, for which she danced 
professionally, Cafarella moved to Nashua to 
raise her two children. In 1985, she found- 
ed the Northern Ballet Theatre Dance Center 
with hopes of turning it into a professional 
dance company. This dream was realized in 
1998, but in the interim Cafarella spent the 
years building up the school. Many of her 
students have gone on to dance profession- 
ally around the country. One is a Rockette, 
and Garett Hawe of Hollis is the ballet lead 
in Mary Poppins on Broadway. 

Despite this success, Cafarella still want- 
ed to have a professional team. She got it in 
1998, when she had fully professional danc- 
ers on salary for 30 weeks a year. They toured 
through New England, performing in Maine, 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut. They were on the brink of bringing 
in world-renowned choreographers because 
the quality of their talent was so high. But 
then the world changed. Sept. 11 happened 
and the economy plummeted and funding 
started drying up. 

“In 2005 we did our last Nutcracker per- 
formance,” Cafarella said. “It was too bad 
because we had established a great audience. 
People had even gotten to know the dancers 
and would call ahead to see who was per- 
forming that evening.” 

Although she may have been disappoint- 
ed, Cafarella was never deterred. Her school, 
which she said is always the backbone of a 
dance studio, was still going strong. In the 
interim years her students performed Clara s 
Christmas Dream, which has many of the 
same beloved characters as the longer The 
Nutcracker. 

“The young people I work with are out- 
standing,” Cafarella said. “They are all 
goal- orientated and maintain the highest 
grades in school even though they dance 
almost three hours a day. Sometimes I

am amazed how they manage their time.” 
Cafarella firmly believes that students who 
are involved in the arts, whether that be 
dance, music or sculpture, turn out to be 
valuable members of society who thrive. 

Yet Cafarella knew a lot of people were 
missing their production of The Nutcracker. 

“The critics called our performance the 
one to see north of Boston,” Cafarella said. 
“Of course that was when New Hampshire 
still had critics.” 

Cafarella decided it was time to be bold. 
She would once again call on her profes- 
sional connections in New York and put on a 
one-of-a-kind performance of The Nutcrack- 
er. Of course, there was the financial risk. 
But her love of the arts and her belief that 
they add to our humanities was too strong a 
call. 

“The arts add to humanity,” Cafarella said. 
“When people come to a performance they 
get away for a few hours. As long as it is 
done well. And that is why I haven’t done it 
since 2005. 1 wanted it to be the best.” 

She feels she has that this year. The per- 
formance will combine her pre-professional 
students and the aforementioned six stars 
from New York City.

1997, while a college student, Michael 
Shaughnessy laid down for a nap and had 
a vision. Shaughnessy imagined a school 
where students could study music compo- 
sition and create their own songs, not just 
mimic other artists. He felt like this would 
help kids invest in music and take owner- 
ship, a feeling he knew personally could 
lead to a lifetime affair with the art form. 
“Creating our own music has been left out 
of the process,” Shaughnessy said. “That 
is why people don’t continue with music 
— because they’re not participating in the 
process.” It wasn’t until he graduated that 
the name came to him in 2000: Satellite 
School of the Arts. He began by offer- 
ing private lessons and spent six years in 
California with his wife and kids. Mov- 
ing to Manchester, Shaughnessy decided to 
invest in the idea and started a non-prof- 
it organization. Now, besides his studio 
in Manchester, he also has a music lab in 
South America. The idea behind it is that 
kids who can’t afford music teachers or a 
lot of space can learn through video and 
online teaching. He focuses heavily on 
music fundamentals but does so in a fun 
way. He is also in the process of finish- 
ing a music lab at Mount Zion Christian 
Schools, which is located at 138 Titus Ave. 
in Manchester. This will be the site of his 
Christmas Music Camp, which will be held 
Wednesday, Dec. 28, through Friday, Dec. 
30. He held a similar camp over the sum- 


mer and it was a big success. During these 
three days kids will learn how to perform 
in groups. At the end, they will perform at 
the Veterans hospital in Manchester. Most 
of the students are in grades 2 through 6, 
while Shaughnessy gets help from junior 
high and high school students as well as 
an adult faculty. The school teaches pia- 
no, guitar and voice lessons, music theory, 
intro to film and music recording.

Creative gifts for kids of all ages from local learning centers

When it comes to holiday shopping for kids, 
you have to balance price, the child’s preference, 
and the parents’ preference. Luckily for New 
Hampshire residents, local businesses, muse- 
ums and organizations offer a number of great 
options for children of all interests. 

The SEE Science Center (200 Bedford St., 
Manchester), which houses exhibits for both 
children and adults, offers a family membership 
that includes free admission for a year to the cen- 
ter. A regular family membership costs $80, and 
a contributing membership ($125) includes the 
same benefits in addition to eight passes to use 
for guests. 

The Science Center also holds a gift shop 
for the science geek in your life. The store con- 
tains a mix of expensive and inexpensive items, 
ranging in price from 25 cents to $50. Items 
for purchase include LEGO products, science 
games, Webkinz, stocking-stuffers and every- 
thing in between.

Dear Donna, 

I have a question concerning a collec- 
tion (totaling approx. 200) of “collectible” 
plates. My father collected from the Bradford 
exchange from the early ’60s to approxi- 
mately the mid ’80s. There were many many 
varieties — commemoratives etc. My mother 
became the sole owner of all of them when he 
died, and now that she has passed, the subject 
of what to do with them came up. 

Someone told a family member that these 
plates were probably worthless now, or may- 
be worth up to $10 each at best. My father 
paid close to $30 each for them! Is this true 
and if so would it be worth it to try and 
“reclaim ” the gold that is plated on most of 
the items? That idea was suggested as a way 
to get something out of the plates, even if it 
may be minimal. Any advice will be greatly 
appreciated. 

Wayne in New Hampshire 

Dear Wayne, 

I have to say first this is a tough field for me 
beeause these are not really in my market yet 
but I ean share some experienee with you that 
might be helpful. 

First of all, in the years I have been in busi- 
ness I have never found one of the eollector 
plates to be worth mueh more than what peo- 


ple paid for them baek in the day (if that). 
There are always exeeptions to the rules — 
if someone is eolleeting them now and ean’t 
find an individual one, that might make the 
priee higher. And if a series is very limited, 
I mean really limited.... But, as I said, not so 
mueh value beeause so many were made and 
too many are still out there. 

As far as the gold goes, when it’s a plat- 
ing the proeess is a very dangerous one and 
results are so small it’s not worth it. I have met 
someone who aetually did it and bought up 
all gold-plated and -trimmed plates. He had 
a tank outside for the ehemieals and told me 
himself how dangerous this was with minimal 
results. So I wouldn’t suggest this and I don’t 
believe anyone who buys serap gold would 
buy plates for the plating. 

My suggestion to you is a long shot but I 
would seareh online by the title of eaeh plate 
and see what the selling value is now and pos- 
sibly piek and ehoose the ones that you eould 
possibly sell in that manner. As far as the oth- 
ers I am sorry to say it will be tough to get 
any more than approximately the $ 1 0 eaeh for 
them (if that). Good luek in your seareh.

Camps keep children busy during holiday vacation

Holiday gifts for gardeners 

Books, tools and accessories to get them through winter

Gardeners are easy to shop for. We all need 
the praetieal (rubber-palmed stretehy gar- 
den gloves, watering wands, garden seissors, 
plant labels) and appreeiate the whimsieal (a 
niee garden gnome to surprise the grandkids). 
Gardening books keep us oeeupied during the 
long winter nights, and garden tools keep us 
dreaming of perfeet peonies. Here are some 
suggestions for the gardener you love. 

This year I diseovered Tubtrugs. They are 
multipurpose, brightly eolored, somewhat flex- 
ible eontainers made of food-grade plastie that I 
like to fill up with weeds. I also use them when 
harvesting veggies or earrying hand tools; you 
ean fill one with water to soak a dry potted plant 
or wash a small dog. They are easy to earry — 
handholds are built in. They eome in four sizes 
from about 4 gallons to about 20 gallons. I have 
the two smaller sizes, whieh eost $11 to $14. 
Available at your loeal garden eenter or from 
www.tubtrugs.eom. 

As mueh as I don’t like plastie, I found 
another plastie produet that is very handy: an 
Oxo brand watering can. As with other Oxo 
produets, I find it not only funetional, but hand- 
some, and these eome in a variety of eolors. I 
like that the spout lets you see the water level 
inside when filling it up, and it rotates for stor- 
age (snuggling up, sort of, against the reservoir). 
The rose, whieh breaks the stream of water into 
a spray, is very fine for watering delieate plants, 
but I often just pull that off and water direetly 
from the slender spout. They eome in two siz- 
es: 2-gallon ($28) and an indoor model that is 
just 3 quarts ($18). Available loeally or online. 

Eaeh year I have to tout my favorite weeding 
tool, the CobraHead Weeder, as it works so dam 
well, and I have met so many gardeners who just 
love it. It is a single pieee of steel with a small, 
eye-shaped head and a eurved handle. It has a niee 
bright blue, reeyeled plastie handle. It gets under 
weeds to pull fi'om below while I tug on the top- 
side; I use it when planting, too, stirring up the soil 
and teasing out grass roots. I like that it serves left- 
ies as well as righties and is light enough to please 
elderly weeders as well as big lunks like me. 
Cost? About $25. Available loeally or at www. 
eobraheadeom or 1-866-962-6272. 

Books help get gardeners through the win- 
ter. We read and plan when we ean’t weed and 
plant. I reeently got a very handsome, glossy- 
photo book by Jeremy and Emily Gettle, 
eo-owners of Baker Creek Heirloom Seeds. He 
is quite a eharaeter — he started at age 3 and 
was growing two aeres of vegetables by age 18. 
He started his own seed eompany when he was 
just 22 years old and, now 33, he has quite a 
large operation — and a book. 

The book. The Heirloom Life Gardener: the 
Baker Creek Way of Growing Your Own Food 
Easily and Naturally, is interesting and full of 
personal stories and aneedotes by Jeremy. He is 
opinionated, whieh I like, too. Best of all, it has 
a direetory of garden vegetables that not only 
tells you how he grows them, but guides you 
to save your own seeds. It’s $30 in hardeover. 

Another book I like is Ancestral Plants: A 
Primitive Skills Guide to Important Edible, 
Medicinal and Useful Plants of the Northeast 
by Arthur Haines. This is a faseinating teehnieal 


book for survivalists, among others. It tells you 
not only about edible and medieinal plants, but 
whieh ones to use for making your own rope 
or for starting a fire without matehes. Haines 
is young (41) and a serious seholar, having just 
written a 1,000-page taxonomy of plants. 

Haine’s book gives information available in 
no other book I have found. So, for example, he 
tells you to eat eastern priekly gooseberries one 
at a time so that the emshing of the berry is done 
with teeth, not the palate (to avoid the priekles), 
and that it is high in Vitamin C, antioxidants and 
peetin so it ean easily be made into jam. Eaeh 
plant has at least two exeellent eolor photos and 
two pages of text. The book is $23 in paper avail- 
able loeally or from www.anaskimin.org. 

Eaeh year I find some niee produets from 
Gardeners Supply Company in Burlington, Vt. 
(www.gardeners.eom or 888-833-1412). This 
year I like their pesto storage cubes for freez- 
ing pesto or tomato paste. They have attaehed 
lids, and fit into trays for storage. At $7.95 for 
eight eubes they are a good gift. I also like their 
Root Storage Bin, whieh eosts $34.95. It is a 
sturdy wire bin lined with jute fabrie designed 
to hold earrots, beets ete. in a eool dark eellar. It 
allows you to layer moist sand in it, keeping the 
veggies from drying out. It fits in a fiidge I use 
for storing veggies. They also sell the Tubtrugs 
mentioned above. Sinee Gardeners Supply is an 
employee-owned eompany that supports lots of 
good eauses, I enjoy supporting them, too. 

I’ve been using LED lights this fall to pam- 
per my houseplants, and I find my plants are 
mueh healthier this year. Best of all, for 42 
watts of eleetrieity I am getting the equiva- 
lent of 250 watts of light, and the speetmm of 
light, the eompany says, is just right for mak- 
ing plants happy. I got mine from Sunshine 
Systems (www.sunshine-systems.eom or 866- 
576-5868). Eaeh unit eosts about $150 and is 
suitable for illuminating 5 square feet of plant 
spaee. The lights are designed to let you eon- 
neet several together, whieh is handy. 

Lastly, as an author I would be remiss if I 
didn’t mention my own new book: Organ- 
ic Gardening (Not Just) in the Northeast: A 
Hands-On, Month-by-Month Guide (Bun- 
ker Hill Publishing). It’s a eolleetion of my 
best writings from the past 10 years, organized 
around the ealendar year. It’s $17.50 from your 
loeal bookstore or from my website (www. Gar- 
dening-guy. eom) . 

So give Santa a hand. Go get something niee 
for the gardener in your family. And remember 
to try buying loeal first: loeal bookstores, loeal 
garden eenters — only buy on the Web as a last 
resort! And Happy Holidays to you all.

Does gas gauge read correctly after tank was dented? 



Dear Tom and Ray: 

Fm sending this anonymously 
because I don \ want my friends to know 
what a bonehead I am. I went out to 
the driveway to replace the rear brake 
shoes on my daughter s ‘98 Honda Civ- 
ic EX. I positioned my floor jack under 
the rear cross member, but did not jack 
it up. I then went into the garage to 
get my jack stands, and placed them 
beside the car. Without checking the 
jack, I started to jack up the car. Some- 
thing didn t seem right, because the car 
hardly lifted for the amount I jacked. I 
looked under the car and saw that the 
floor jack had rolled forward a few 
inches and the saddle was pushing up 


on the fuel tank, which was now dent- 
ed in! I quickly jacked down the car, 
but the damage was done. I drove the 
car through the neighborhood and up 
onto the interstate to confirm that it still 
would run flne. It now has more than 
a thousand miles on it since I dented 
the fuel tank, and it runs with no prob- 
lems. My question: Is the fuel gauge 
still accurate, or is it incorrect because 
of the dent in the tank? I have gotten 
my daughter to reflll the tank whenever 
the gauge registers half a tank. It takes 
about six gallons to flll it up from there. 
My daughter wants to drive beyond half 
a tank on the gauge to see if the gauge 
is accurate down to empty. I don t think 
she should do this. What do you guys 
think? By the way, I did finally replace 
the brake shoes, but she doesn t let me 
work on her car any longer. — Joey 

TOM: Don’t worry, Joey. Your 
secret is safe with us. I mean, how 
many Joeys can there be with daugh- 
ters who own green ’98 Honda Civic 
EXs with bad gas gauges writing from 
Maple Street in Tallahassee, Fla.? 

RAY: With the last name Sawyer? 

TOM: We made that up, by the 
way, readers. Joey, I think your daugh- 
ter has to try the experiment. And you 
need to be following her with a five- 
gallon gas container. 


RAY: This car was still using a met- 
al tank in 1 998. So you cmmpled it. But 
you probably didn’t deform it too bad- 
ly; otherwise, it would be leaking now. 

TOM: These tanks can take a pret- 
ty good beating. I mean, they’re not 
designed to support a 2,500-pound car 
on the saddle of a floor jack, but they 
do get hit by rocks and road debris and 
snow banks, and they manage to sur- 
vive all that stuff. 

RAY: What you need to find out is 
how much you’ve reduced the volume 
of the tank, and whether you’ve inter- 
fered with the operation of the float, 
which tells the gauge how much fuel 
is left. And there’s only one way to do 
that, Joey. 

TOM: If you really wanted to be a 
good dad, you wouldn’t even make 
your daughter participate. You’d tap 
one of your buddies (who now knows 
what a bonehead you are because you 
wrote to us) and have him follow you 
while you drove your daughter’s car. 

RAY: Here’s what you’ll do. This 
car has a tank that holds about 12 gal- 
lons. You know the gauge works fine 
between full and half-full, because 
you know that accounts for six gal- 
lons. You also know how many miles 
that gets you. Let’s say, for the sake of 
argument, that you get 150 miles out 


of the first half of the tank. 

TOM: So you want drive another 150 
miles, or until the tank is empty. Along 
the way, you want to correlate the mile- 
age with the reading on the fuel gauge. 

RAY: So when you’ve driven 75 
miles, is the gauge reading a quarter- 
full? If so, you know it’s accurate to 
the one-quarter mark. 

TOM: If the car runs out of gas 
before you expect it to, you’ll want 
to note what happens. Did the gauge 
drop suddenly fi-om a quarter-full to 
E? Did it stay on a quarter-full and just 
run out of gas? 

RAY: And with this newfound, sci- 
entifically derived information, you’ll 
be able to tell your daughter exactly 
what to expect, and when she needs to 
fill up fi'om now on. 

TOM: And by the way, Joey, if the 
car runs out of gas as soon as you leave 
the house, you’ll know what you’re 
getting her for Christmas this year.

I have a 2009 Nissan Cube. I take the 
car to the dealer for oil changes. I always 
use synthetic, but at the last oil change, 
they put in regular oil by mistake.

engine by switching the oils back and 
forth.

TOM: I think he’s got his head up 
his oil drain, Mary. 

RAY: When synthetic oils first 
came out, we heard rumors that you 
shouldn’t switch Ifom regular oil to 
synthetic, or vice versa. But we never 
saw any proof that this was more than 
a rumor. 

TOM: And now several of the 
major oil companies sell synthetic 
blends, which are what? Mixtures of 
regular oil and synthetic! So they mix 
them right at the factory. 

RAY: So obviously, no harm is done 
by mixing them in your crankcase, or 
switching from one to another.

You’ve bought, or chopped down, your 
Christmas tree and have adorned it with col- 
orful bulbs and lights but now comes the hard 
part: what do you put underneath it? A few 
local shops have offered some suggestions for 
the foodie in your life this holiday season. 

Fill the stocking of the cook in your life with 
Natural Loofah Kitchen Scrubbers ($4.99) 
from Things Are Cooking (74 N. Main St., Con- 
cord, 225-8377, thingsarecooking.com). The 
eco-friendly, biodegradable dishwashing com- 
panions come on a rope for easy storage and can 
be found in shapes such as ladybug, penguin, 
flower and tomato. Pot clips ($6.99) are also a 
new offering at the kitchen shop and give chefs, 
both professional and amateur, the ability to clip 
their spoon on to the pot they are using. 

“You always wonder where you’re going to 
put that spoon,” said Diane Beauregard, owner 
of Things Are Cooking. “Well, there you go.” 

Glacier Rocks ($16.99) are one of a hand- 
ful of booze- friendly stocking stuffers found at 
Things Are Cooking. The rocks are made of 
soapstone and can be kept in the freezer, then 
taken out and used as ice so as not to dilute a 
good scotch, Beauregard said. The rocks come 
in packs of six and include a bag for easy stor- 
age.

Next door at Butter’s Fine Food and Wine 
(70 N. Main St., Concord, 225-5995, but- 
tersfindfood.com), owner Kristy Stephens 
Ammann is continuously filling her shelves 
with new products for the holidays. 

For the specialty food lover in your life, 
Rabitos Royale Chocolate Fig Bonbons 
($18.99 a box) from Spain only come around

Books for cooks of all stripes

There is no sueh thing as “enough 
eookbooks.” 

Whether your kitehen-dwelling friends eook 
everything from one aneient Good Housekeep- 
ing tome or have a library of books dedieated 
to speeifie eheeses or meats, there’s always 
room for another eolleetion of tasty ideas. Here 
are a few of the books that have eome through 
the Hippo ofifiees in recent months that could 
make some home cook very happy 

For the gung-ho 
beginner: After Mark 
Bittman’s all-purpose 
masterpiece How to 
Cook Everything, the 
second place Fd rec- 
ommend anyone newly 
interested in cooking 
should turn is Cook’s 
Illustrated. This delight- 
fully nerdy magazine 
takes a very scientific 
approach to cooking and 
while its recipes aren’t 
always easy they are 
pretty foolproof Cookes 
Illustrated Cookbook 
(2011, America’s Test 
Kitchen) is therefore 
one of those books that 
deserves a spot on the 
counter. Looking for an 
explanation of pancakes? 
You won’t get any glossy 
pancake photos here but 
you will get four recipes, 
each with a “Why This 
Recipe Works” tutori- 
al. Master these and you 
can probably figure out 
how to make any pan- 
cakes you’d like. The 
cookbook walks you through every main cat- 
egory of cooking and baking with the same 
approach. For home cooks who are skilled in 
the basics. Kitchen Simple by James Peter- 
son (2011, Ten Speed Press) might be a good 
next step. Here, you use those basic cooking 
skills to pull together meals — take the Roast 
Chicken (this recipe, like many in this book, 
gets it done in under an hour), and pair it with 
the Swiss Chard with Garlic and Anchovies 
from the Vegetables chapter. Or skip to the 
last chapter and mix up My Favorite Limeade 
to serve with Tuscan Bread and Tomato Sal- 
ad while you sit in front of the fireplace and 
pretend it’s summer. Ruhlman^s Twenty by 
Michael Ruhlman (2011, Chronicle Books) 
goes even further. A new cook who has been 
bitten by the knives-and-saute bug via Top 
Chef and the like will appreciate the method 
and technique- focused approach to food here. 
Ruhlman brings a chef-y approach to home 
cooking in this book with chapters like “Salt,” 
“Acid,” “Soup” and “Fry.” In “Egg,” you get 
a discussion of what eggs do, why you use 
them, how they change a dish, and then you 
get recipes that highlight different properties 
of and ways of using the egg, such as Clas- 
sic New York Cheesecake, Mayonnaise and

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even a Whiskey Sour. Another good place 
for a beginning cook to start is with Kitch- 
en on Fire!: Mastering the Art of Cooking 
in 12 Weeks or Less by Olive Said and Chef 
MikeC (2011, DaCapo). One of the most sig- 
nificant developments in my own cooking 
abilities came after I took a class on knife 
skills. I learned the correct way to hold a knife 
and to dice an onion. The book, which teaches 
you dicing and much more, is based on cook- 
ing classes the authors hold in San Francisco. 

For the Food Network fan: The Food 
Network’s roster of shows includes quite a 
few killer chefs and strong home cooks. One 
of those never-say-die chefs is Anne Burrell, 
who has competed at the side of Mario Batali 
in Iron Chef stadium (as well as in this sea- 
son’s The Next Iron Chef and in an all-star 
version of Chopped) and who has tried to 
teach her craft to the Worst Cooks in America. 
If she could make a better cook out of those 
people, her Cook Like a Rock Star (2011, 
Clarkson Potter) can probably make a better 
cook out of you. In part, the genius of the book 
is that each recipe starts with its mis en place, 
that is with a very strong suggestion that you 
lay out all the ingredients before you dive in 
to making Rack of Lamb and Hazelnut Cake 
with Nutella Mousse. 
Ellie Krieger of Healthy 
Appetite pulls off a mir- 
acle almost as wondrous 
as turning lousy cooks 
into good cooks: she 
makes healthy food deli- 
cious. Comfort Food 
Fix (2011, John Wiley 
& Sons) is her latest 
attempt at healthy-ing 
up your kitchen. What 
I’ve always liked about 
Krieger ’s recipes is that 
she doesn’t use any 
weird or fakey ingre- 
dients — real sugar, real cream, real cheese 
are all among the ingredients. Here, she tack- 
les things like chocolate pudding (turning a 
420-calorie-per-serving recipe into a 180-cal- 
orie one), cassoulet (860 to 540), buffalo 
wings (770 to 240) and chicken parmesan 
(630 calories to 390) and looks for openings 
to say take a little cheese from this and bake- 
instead-of-fiy that and make family favorites 
healthier. 

For the would-be restaurateur: Res- 
taurant cookbooks can be tricky. It’s hard 
to capture all the glamour of the restaurant 
experience and still produce a book full of 
recipes that someone without a sous chef can 
make. These books, however, both pay spe- 
cial attention to producing recipes that, while 
not fast and easy, are still attainable in a home 
kitchen. Bobby Flay^s BarAmericain Cook- 
book (2011, Clarkson Potter) represents the 
chef’s fine-dining approach to regional cui- 
sine. You might not whip up Crispy Squash 
Blossoms (filled with pulled pork) for your 
next last-minute get-together, but dishes like 
Buttermilk Fried Chicken with Wild Rice 
Wafifies or Sweet Potato Pie with Cinnamon 
Crush Ice Cream definitely seem tackle-able 
some weekend when you have the time and 
are looking for something special. The Moz-

za Cookbook, by Nancy Silverton (2011, 
Allred A. Knopf) warns you up front that the 
reeipes are not always short but are worth div- 
ing in to. The reeipes are meant to give you 
enough information to exeeute them well, 
Silverton explains. With dishes like a pizze 
blanehe (featuring gor- 
gonzola dolee, fingerling 
potatoes, radieehio and 
rosemary), grilled quail 
wrapped in paneetta 
with sage and honey, and 
strawberry and fig jam 
erostate with meyer lem- 
on panna eotta and saba, 
all that reading seems 
eompletely worth it. 

For the exotic cook: 
The publishing house 
Phaidon has put out 
some truly beautiful 
books dedieated to inter- 
national euisine in the last few years. These 
books are good-looking on the outside and 
lovely and eneyelopedie on the inside. Two 
reeent ones inelude Paella, by Alberto Herraiz 
(20 11) and Tuscany (20 11). Paella is a marvel 
in its laser-like foeus on one dish. The book 
explains the basies of this riee-based Spanish 
dish, ineluding an entire ehapter dedieated to 
what might be eonsidered paella eondiments 
(stoeks, sauees, oils, solfitos). Then it gets 
into the different possible ways to prepare the 
riee, eooking paella outdoors and variations 
on ingredients from the elassie blend of sea- 
food. In Tuscany, the foeus is on the region, 
with ehapters on towns and areas within Tus- 
eany If you’re dreaming of a trip to Italy, this 
might be the plaee to start, as it examines what 
is speeial about eaeh area’s euisine and gives 
a year-round ealendar of food festivals (any- 
one up for the ehoeolate fair in Florenee in 
January?). Fans of loeal Greek festivals ean 
fill their days between now and the return 
of festival season in spring with Kokkari: 
Contemporary Greek Flavors, by Erik Cos- 
selmon and Janet Fleteher (2011, Chroniele 
Books). Expand your 
knowledge of Greek fare 
beyond gyros and spana- 
kopeta with this book 
from the San Franeiseo 
restaurant of the same 
name. You get a diseus- 
sion of ingredients and 
their plaee in Greek eui- 
sine followed by reeipes 
for sueh delights as Per- 
simmon & Pomegranate 
Salad with Candied 
Walnuts; Grilled Cala- 
mari Stuffed with Feta, 
Mint & Orange; a truly 
beautiful-looking Mous- 
saka, and Kalamata Pita, 
another definition for the term “Greek pizza.” 
And don’t overlook that eookbook elassie, 
Escoffier: Le Guide Culinaire (2011, Wiley) 
an updated English translation of whieh eame 
out this year. George Auguste Eseoffier laid 
out the rules of Freneh euisine in this book, 
whieh was fired published in 1903, aeeording 
to a press release. The book is a faseinating 
read that really brought out the Remy-from- 
Ratatouille love of eooking in me. For some 
eooks, the most foreign euisine of all might 
be the regional euisine of the U.S. The 
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sion was adapted by 
Kelly Alexander. The 
“sort of’ is that, as Alex- 
ander explains in the 
introduetion, a few of the 
reeipes have been left in 
their original “add a ean 
of eream of mushroom 
soup” ladies soeial elub 
state and a few of the 
kitehsier reeipes remain, 
even as she slimmed, 
for example, the pie 
offerings. Every state 
is represented as part of 
its region’s ehapter. New 
Hampshire is represent- 
ed by the likes of Oatmeal Bread, butterseoteh 
and ehoeolate sauees. Mother Bowles’s Cus- 
tard Pie and Fluffy Pumpkin Pie. 

For the veggie lover: Whether the eook on 
your list is a striet vegetarian or just a person 
with a big garden and a CS A share, these books 
will help him find new and exeiting things to 
do with his harvest. For loeals, a good plaee 
to start is The Maine Summers Cookbook, by 
Linda Greenlaw and Martha Greenlaw (2011, 
Viking Studio). Sinee our farmers markets 
yield similar harvest, we too ean enjoy Gin- 
ger-Bran Blueberry Muffins, Grilled Zueehini 
Pepper Salad, Eggplant Fritters with Tarragon 
Sour Cream and Mile-High Strawberry Pie. 
This is the seeond eookbook from the prolif- 
ie swordfish boat eaptain (who wrote her first. 
Recipes from a Very Small Island, with her 
mother Martha as well). Vegetables have sel- 
dom looked more lovely or more elegant than 
in Plenty by Yotam Ottolenghi (2011, Chron- 
iele Books). TViother restaurant eookbook 
(after Ottolenghi in London), this book offers 
page after glorious page of simple-seeming 
reeipes (marinated buffalo mozzarella and 
tomato, earamelized fennel with goat eheese) 
that you know if exeeuted well ean make a 
filet mignon seem ordinary. This is the per- 
feet book for someone looking not just to 
eook more veggies but also to make them as 
elegant and speeial a part of the meal as any 
meat. Another book full of elegant ideas that 
is also beautiful to look at is another Phaid- 


Great American Cook- 
book (2011, Rizzoli) is 
a revised version of the 
1950s eookbook How 
America Eats by Clem- 
entine Paddleford.

but she does show how organie ean be eost- 
efifeetive and environmentally friendly and 
potentially tastier and healthier. 

For the vegan: The library of vegan eook- 
books is getting ever bigger and more speeifie 
— good for vegans and good for those eook- 
ing for vegans. Vegan Pie in the Sky by Isa 
Chandra Moskowitz & Terry Hope Romero 
(2011, Da Capo Press) offers more than just 
the fruit pies that spring 
to mind when you first 
think “vegan pie.” First 
it taekles a variety of the 
(butterless) erusts and 
then it heads to fillings 
— fmit, sure, but also 
Cappueeino Mousse Pie, 
Luxury Pistaehio Pud- 
ding Pie and Raspberry 
Lime Riekey Cheese- 
eake. How do you get 
to “eheeseeake”? A mix 
of eashews, banana and 
silken tofii, a trio used 
in several of the book’s 
eheeseeake reeipes and 
an example of how the 
book goes way beyond 
just “apple” and “eher- 
ry” for its pie options. 
The vegan who enjoys 
entertaining ean turn not 
just to these pie reeipes 
but also to the reeipes 
for appetizers, salads, 
side dishes, main entrees 
and bruneh items in The Tipsy Vegan by John 
Sehlimm (2011, Da Capo Lifelong). Eaeh 
seetion eomes with a eoektail. The reeipes are 
party-ready and eaeh eontains a bit of hap- 
py itself — seoteh in the Hubba-Hubba Baba 
Ganoush, vermouth in the Roekin’ Roast- 
ed Potatoes with Raey Rosemary + Mustard, 
eognae in the Tres Chie Freneh Toast. 

For the meat lover: That most workhorse of 
meats gets some attention in From the Ground 
Up by James Villas (2011, John Wiley & Sons 
Ine.), whieh offers uses for ground meats of all 
kind — beef, ehieken, pork, seafood, lamb and 
more. Ground beef might not sound like the 
most exeiting eanvas on whieh to work but it 
has the benefit of being relatively inexpensive 
when eompared to other euts. Meatballs, meat 
loaf, hamburger and ehili — sure, this book 
has that but it is often 
presented as more exotie 
— ^ fare, sueh as Greek meat- 

* balls. The book is full of 
sueh delights as Hun- 
garian Fish Sausages, 
Zarela’s Chiapas, Mexi- 
ean Chieken Enehiladas, 
Norwegian Venison Cro- 
quettes and Shanghai 
Lion’s Head. The Splen- 
did Tablets How to Eat 
Weekends by Lynne 
Rossetto Kasper and 
Sally Swift (2011, Clark- 
son Potter) isn’t speeifieally about meat but 
its sumptuous reeipes for dishes like Charred 
Lamb with Smoked Romeseo, Cider-Glazed 
Chieken, Brown Sugar-Chile Flank and Pine- 
Smoked Chieken all speak to the glorious 
things you ean do with meat, partieularly when 
time is not an issue. Weekends is a sort of eom- 
panion book to Kasper’s earlier The Splendid 
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Tables How to Eat Supper (and to the fun- 
with-food vibe of the radio show), whieh had 
an eye toward making the evening meal possi- 
ble for those who had less than an hour to make 
it or make a phone eall for takeout. Here, it’s 
about making food beeause you enjoy eating 
it and you enjoy the proeess of ereating it — 
whether that ereation is a tart (like the Five-Nut 
Caramel Tart that sounds like a perfeetly ser- 
vieeable supper by itselQ or a hot dish (like a 
Golden Pie of Winter Vegetables in Cinnamon 
Pastry — though the book does lovely things to 
meat it does offer several vegetarian and even 
a few vegan reeipes) or 
ImUXMLI a blow-them-away ere- 
ation like Homemade 
Rieotta Gnoeehi with 
Safifon Tomato Sauee. 
The reeipes eome with 
tips about how to use left- 
overs on the weekdays, 
wine suggestions, helpful 
eooking hints and stories 
and quotes from foodies 
and hosts throughout the 
years. 

For the baker: For 

those who prefer baking 
iQ eooking, this is your 
season. With eookies, pies, breads and oth- 
er holiday meal staples, bakers get as mueh 
of a ehanee to shine as savory eooks do. To 
help noviees get started, eheek out Illustrated 
Step-By-Step Baking by Caroline Brether- 
ton (2011, DK). They are not kidding about 
the “step-by-step” aspeet of this eolleetion of 
pretty mueh any basie baking reeipe you’ll 
__ need. A reeipe for Vanil- 
la Cream Cupeakes 
walks you through eaeh 
step of batter prepara- 
tion, baking, the making 
of the frosting, and the 
frosting of the eupeakes. 
Ditto Lemon and Blue- 
berry Mufiins. The book 
also ventures into what 
ean seem like more 
advaneed fare — Choe- 
olate Fondants, Seones, 
Crostata di rieotta — 
but always with detailed 
photographs, detailed 
instmetions or both. 
Master these reeipes and 
you’ll have more baking 
experienee than many 
a Top Chef eontestant. 
To someone who has 
the general baking skills 
down, give a book that revels in a true sea- 
sonal joy: eookies. The Art of the Cookie, by 
Shelly Kaldunski, (2011, Weldon Owen) will 
help you blow ehoeolate ehip and oatmeal 
raisin out of the water with Lemon Win- 
dow Panes, Bird’s Nests (eomplete with mini 
eggs), Choeolate Dipped Coeonut Clouds, 
Jam Swirls and all manner of deeorated sugar 
eookie. But for the entire dessert experienee, 
eheek out The Rosie ^s Bakery All-Butter, 
Cream-Filled, Sugar-Packed Baking Book, 
by Judy Rosenberg (2011, Workman Pub- 
lishing). An earlier Rosenberg all-singing, 
all-daneing book was one of my first eook- 
book aequisitions, baek when I was just a 
kid looking to kill an afternoon and ensure 
that there would be dessert. Her reeipes are

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a delight — delicious, as you’d suspect, but 
also easy to follow. She offers tips and basics 
of storage and serving. And there’s variety — 
more than 250 recipes, which on a practical 
level means you get 18 recipes for brown- 
ies, about 30 recipes for bars and squares 


and a cookie section that includes “chewy 
crunchy,” “crispy chompy,” “cakey,” “sand- 
wiched together” and “holiday.” With a book 
like this and plenty of sugar, flour and butter, 
you’ll have a happy holiday indeed.

Turning candy into ribbons 

Delicate process makes a very special treat

While many Granite Staters are thrilled 
to be able to leave their house without a 
jaeket in Deeember, the warm weather has 
a sad side: it means less ribbon eandy is 
being made at Kellerhaus in Laeonia. 

Proper ribbon eandy making is heavi- 
ly reliant on the weather, said Mary Ellen 
Dutton, who owns Kellerhaus with her 
husband, David. Ribbon eandy has to 
be made on eold and dry days when the 
humidity is less than 30 pereent. Attempts 
to make ribbon eandy on warm days will 
result in a stieky produet, she said. 

One thousand boxes of ribbon eandy are 
produeed at Kellerhaus annually during 
the holiday season, an amount that Dutton 
said she does not antieipate reaehing this 
year beeause of the weather and beeause of 
the high volume she and her staff need to 
produee of the shop’s other 115 offerings. 

“For $10.95 a box we will only make 
as mueh as we ean, with the days we ean, 
with the staff we have,” she said. During 
ribbon eandy making season at Kellerhaus, 
whieh begins at the end of November, the 
eonfeetionery treat is often made by a team 
of four, from 8 a.m. to 8 p.m. 

The Duttons, who purehased the shop in 
2004, have made it their goal to eontinue 
the eandy-making traditions of the Keller- 
haus, whieh has ealled Laeonia home for 
105 years. 

‘T think some of our pots are that old,” 
Dutton said. The ribbon eandy erimping 
maehine predates the opening of the ean- 
dy shop — it was manufaetured in 1886. 
The maehine was updated during the ear- 
ly 20th eentury, as Peg Keller, the wife of 
the shop’s seeond-generation owner who 
is now 91 and still visits the shop, onee 
fell asleep while generating power for it by 
pedaling. The maehine is now motorized. 

Spun sugar is boiled to 300 degrees at 
the start of the ribbon eandy making pro- 
eess in a pot that vaeuums up the steam 
produeed, Dutton said. Subsequently, the 
mixture, “a 30-pound blob of 200-degree 
eandy,” is laid on a metal table that has 
hot water running through it. The heat- 
ed table allows the eandy to stay pliable 
so it does not eraek or shatter. Dutton and 
her staff wear heavy-duty gloves (so they 
don’t burn themselves) and use a spatula 
to mix eolors and flavors into the eandy 
on the table. If Dutton runs out of a eertain 
flavor during produetion or the loaf hard- 
ens, the whole proeess has to be restarted. 

After eolors and flavors are added, 
David Dutton uses an old-fashioned eandy 
hook to bring air into the eandy, making it 
lighter and giving it a glossy sheen. 

“Then we go behind the eurtain, like in 
The Wizard of Ozf Dutton said. Gas jets 
sit on a table behind the eurtain of the 
produetion room at Kellerhaus to keep 
the “loaf’ of eandy warm. David Dutton 
flips the loaf eontinuously to keep the heat 
evenly distributed before he pulls pieees 
of the eandy into long strands, or ribbons. 
Mary Ellen Dutton adjusts the width of

the pulled eandy and sends it through the 
erimping maehine. The eandy is then eut 
and paekaged. 

“When all of the boxes are full, immedi- 
ately every high sehool kid in town eomes 
down, put bags around eaeh box and seals 
them,” Dutton said. Desieeant bag are add- 
ed to eaeh box during paekaging to keep 
moisture out until the box is opened. 

A large box of 10 ribbon eandy strips 
ineludes all eight flavors: vanilla, spear- 
mint, elove, lieoriee, peppermint, 
einnamon, wintergreen and molasses. 
Peanut butter ribbon eandy is also sold 
separately at Kellerhaus. 

“We used to make fruity flavors for Eas- 
ter eandy but no longer do that,” Dutton 
said. “It’s too mueh work.” 

“That’s probably why not too many 
people are still doing it the old-fashioned 
way,” she added. 

Dutton had tried to elimate-eontrol the 
ribbon eandy produetion spaee using air 
eonditioning units and dehumidifiers to no 
avail — “I only did it onee but it just didn’t 
work,” Dutton said. “The eandy eame out 
stieky. It wasn’t one of our prize boxes. 
When someone pieks up a box and you 
say, H hope they didn’t piek one that we 
made that day,’ something is wrong with 
that.” 

Dutton said she hopes to take another 
shot at keeping the room eool when busi- 
ness slows down a little bit. “I want to be 
in eontrol,” she said. “Not the eandy.” 

Otto Keller, who opened the shop in 
1906, learned to make ribbon eandy by 
reading a book. The tradition has sinee 
been passed on to his sueeessors, verbally. 

“If you eould see this proeess — [Otto 
Keller] must have been brilliant,” Dutton 
said. “Even my husband says, H sure wish 
we eould get our hands on that book.’”

Red, white and green 

A lot of wine, a little cash 


In the spirit of this week’s contemplation 
of gifts, we thought we’d pause in our tast- 
ing to consider wine as a gift. 

A bottle of wine makes a great gift — 
perfect for close friends you hope to share it 
with and perfect for people you don’t know 
as well. It can be part of a larger gift basket 
or it can stand on its own. But what to get? 

• For a crowd: If you’re buying wine for 
a party — yours or someone else’s — and 
quantity would be appreciated, don’t feel 
uneasy about buying a big bottle. We’ve 
found Woodbridge wines, a Robert Mon- 
davi label, to be dependably good. Get a 
riesling or a moscato if you want to bring 
something sweet or one of their reds (they 
have a cabemet-merlot blend as well as bot- 
tles with each of those grapes separately). 
For a cheese, appetizers and cookies type 
affair, these wines will likely please the 
crowd and they won’t put too big a dent 
in your wallet. The state stores also have a 
variety of two-bottle sparkling wine deals 
that won’t break the bank but will make you 
look like a big spender. 

• For dinner: If you’re going to a small- 
er holiday affair and want to bring a bottle 
as a hostess gift, don’t spend too much time 
trying to figure out what might go best with 
what’s being served for dinner. Chances 
are, your hosts have already picked out the 
wines they plan to serve with food. Instead, 
take a bottle you have recently enjoyed — 
pick one that can be sipped on its own if you 
think your hosts will want to serve it that 
evening. Even in this cold weather, a crisp 
white can be nice before a meal and a sweet 
white can make for a good after-dinner sip- 
per. Reds that are blends of varietals tend to 
pair well with food. Even if it doesn’t match 
the main course, maybe it will be a good 
match for the cheese or hors d’ oeuvres. 
And if you’re looking to impress with a 
little-known wine or varietal, consider the 
affordable and supple carmenere, a long- 
lost European varietal found now almost 
exclusively in Chile. And a pinot noir from 
the Camaros region is almost always a good 
choice. 

• For the occasional sipper: Once again, 
your own taste is a good place to start. If 
you’re buying a bottle for someone who 
is just getting in to wine, try giving one of 
your favorites of an unusual varietal. It’s a 
good bet your friend has had chardonnay 


or merlot, but what about whites such as a 
chenin blanc or torrontes or reds like a cab 
franc or a Rioja? These wines can expand 
their knowledge of what different wines 
should taste like and perhaps give them new 
favorites. 

• For a connoisseur: A wine lover 
would seem to be simple to shop for — buy 
them wine! But it can be intimidating. You 
want to get something they’ll appreciate 
but you wonder if your picks are “fancy” 
enough. Instead of trying to, for example, 
buy the very best French wine available for 
the Francophile on your list, use what you 
know about their preferences (this person 
enjoys French reds) to find something from 
a less-traditional (and probably less pricey) 
local. It can help to go to a local wine shop 
or one of the state liquor stores known for 
its experts (the store off Hooksett Road in 
north Manchester, for example). Tell them 
you’re looking for a French-style red from 
Washington or South America. If your 
friend is a fan of crisp Sauvignon Blancs, 
ask for advice finding a seafood-friend- 
ly wine from Italy. Instead of Champagne, 
treat your bubbly-loving friend with a Span- 
ish Cava, an Italian Prosecco or, one of our 
favorites, one of the Gruet sparkling wines, 
which come from New Mexico (for spar- 
kling wines, it doesn’t get more exotic than 
that). The state stores have some fantastic 
deals on some of the bigger-name wineries 
that will make great gifts, especially for the 
big California wine lover. Ask a store man- 
ager to point them out. 

• For the wine-hater: We realize these 
people exist, the ones who for whatever rea- 
son just don’t do wine. This doesn’t mean 
you have to give up on a tasty beverage as 
a fitting gift. Several local breweries offer 
seasonal brews (winter ales, porters and 
the like) that have as much complexity as 
a good wine and are sold in larger rocker 
sizes that almost match the size of a bottle 
of wine and can cost as much if not more. 
There are too many good beers to name, so 
visit your local beer retailer and ask them 
for some help. 

Each week in “Red, White & Green, ” two 
wine-lovers look at red and white wines, none 
over $20 (and most under $15), in an attempt to 
find some great bottles for good prices. All pric- 
es are according to the state liquor store (nh. 
liquor.state.nh.us) unless otherwise stated.

Who needs Hollywood? 

Young actor builds career right here in New Hampshire

Most budding actors in New Hampshire 
have Hollywood dreams. And most believe 
the path to sueeess begins and ends in Los 
Angeles. But one aetress is blazing an alterna- 
tive route that allows her to remain right here. 

Vanessa Leigh started her collegiate career 
at Emerson College studying musieal theater. 
During that time, the New Jersey native had 
a change of heart and moved on to the New 
Hampshire Institute of Art. There she studied 
painting, specifieally oil painting. She paint- 
ed whatever moved her. 

After graduation she moved home to New 
Jersey until four years ago when she eame 
baek to New Hampshire. It was in the Granite 
State of all plaees that her aeting eareer began 
to take off. However, Leigh moved away from 
the stage and is now doing primarily film and 
eommereial work. 

In New England, Leigh found a tight-knit 
film industry. 

“There isn’t a job that I work on where I 
don’t know someone,” Leigh said, “whether 
it is the direetor, the erew or the other aetors.” 

Leigh said most young aetors go to Los 
Angeles or New York but in those locations 
competition is erazy. An aetor eould spend 
years waiting tables and auditioning but have 
no work to show for it. In New England the 
situation is a little bit easier. However, hard 
work is still needed. When Leigh made the 
deeision to eommit to acting, she threw her- 
self into her work. 

“I did student films, I spent time traveling, 
I did whatever I eould to build up my reel, 
whieh ultimately helped me get future jobs,” 
Leigh said. “I knew what I wanted, but it took 
a lot of dedieation.” 

Leigh does a variety of work, from nation- 
al and loeal eommercials — you ean see her 
at the end of a Dunkin’ Donuts advertise- 
ment — to films. She has starred in several 
loeal independent films, and the various roles 
have allowed her to explore different eharae- 
ters, whieh challenges her as an aetor but also 
beefs up her resume. 


She has played a eannibal in She-Feast, 
starred as Joy in Joy and the Apocalypse, 
whieh aired on MyTV New England, and 
even played an assassin. Some of those roles 
were in films by Riek Dumont of Sweaty Tur- 
tle Produetions. Dumont embraees young 
talent and encourages aetors to avoid being 
pigeonholed and to remain artists. This is why 
Leigh has eontinued with her painting even as 
she’s beeome a sought-after eommodity. 

“She’s definitely a shining star of talent 
here in New Hampshire,” Dumont wrote in an 
e-mail. 

Leigh learns about new projeets in a vari- 
ety of ways. First, she said there are a lot of 
fantastie websites out there that let her know 
of openings. There are also casting calls by 
e-mail, whieh let aetors know what parts are 
available and what sort of aetor — height, 
age, ethnieity — would be right for the role. 
She also gets information from local casting 
agent John Campanello, who runs Between- 
Gigs Casting in Manehester. 

As an aspiring model as well, Leigh is part 
of a New England modeling group, whieh 
is eontaeted by eompanies for eommercials. 
They then alert Leigh that she is right for a 
role. She said this is why it is benefieial to 
network and get yourself known by agents — 
if they know you, they’re more likely to refer 
work to you. 

Onee she hears about a projeet, she heads 
in for an audition. For a film, she usually 
looks at sides, whieh are small portions of 
the seript, usually one or two pages of dia- 
logue. Typieally, she will have been given this 
in advanee, so she has an idea of the eharae- 
ter and dresses appropriately. She’ll then read 
the lines in front of the director or producer, 
say thank you and then... 

“Sometimes you hear baek, sometimes you 
don’t,” Leigh said. 

She said eommereials are mueh the same 
exeept that she usually doesn’t get the seript 
in advanee. 

“They want an emotion from you,” Leigh 
said. “If you’re buying their baby stroller, 
they want you to be super happy about it.” 

Leigh eouldn’t be happier about her move

toward film. She said she has done tons of 
plays and will always love live theater and 
the feedback she reeeives on the spot from the 
audience. But in film the aeting is different. 
You don’t have to be heard by the person in 
the baek row. In a eommereial, you may have 
to do 15 to 20 takes, whieh means it simul- 
taneously more forgiving and more exaeting. 
But eventually you ean get it perfeet. 

To improve her skills, Leigh takes as many 
aeting elasses as she ean afford. Being loeated 
in the Coneord area, she has aceess to Boston 
and New York and travels to both plaees for 
elasses. She thinks ultimately she may move 
somewhere to further her eareer, but if she 
does, she’ll have had many great experiences 
in New Hampshire to draw upon. 

“I love it here,” Leigh said. “It has made 
me better at my eraft and given me a lot of 
opportunities I might never have gotten some- 
where else.”

At the other end of the art 
speetrum, dip into the 
shiny eolors and waeky 
anties of 1960s eomie 
books with two new 
Arehie eolleetions from 
IDW Publishing: 

Archie: The Best of 
Harry Lucey (Vol. 1) 
and Archie: The Best of Samm Schwartz 
(Vol. 1). Samm Sehwartz is known as the art- 
ist who really brought Jughead into his own, 
and you ean see that in aetion here, Jughead 
beeoming more well-rounded and a more 
active eharacter. Sehwartz makes good use of 
his charaeters’ faeial expressions; Harry Lue- 
ey uses lots of slapstieky full-body motion 
and imparts a kinetie feel to eaeh story. Their 
tenures overlapped and their styles won’t feel 
greatly different to the casual reader, but either 
or both of these substantial, brilliantly eolored 
hardeovers would make an exeellent gift for 
the nostalgie/lapsed Arehie fan or the eomies- 
curious younger reader. Pair with a retro 
Arehie T-shirt or some eurrent Arehie eomies, 
available at big-box-bookstores and smaller 
stores near you. 

And while we’re 
thinking about 
popular charaeters 
from years past: 
Obsessed With™ 
Star Trek (Chron- 
icle Books) is not 
just a book, it’s a 
toy, a hardeover 
with an electronie gadget in the comer where 
you press buttons to answer questions and 
then get a happy ehirpy sound if you’re right 
and a sad buzz if you’re wrong. Our lab test- 
ing indieates that some people just ean’t get 
enough. So it’s good that there are 2,500 mul- 
tiple-ehoiee questions, eovering all the Star 
Trek TV series, and different modes — you 
ean play alone or with a friend, and you ean 
have the gadget randomly ehoose questions or 
you ean seleet speeifie ones. Question 1: 
What is Captain Kirk’s middle name? Ques-

To read before Christmas 

All that shopping at the bookstore kind of 
makes you want something for yourself, 
doesn’t it? Make your own wish list, but don’t 
hesitate to pick up one of these to read in the 
days before the holiday. They’re not too pricey. 

• Home for Christmas, by Jan Brett (2011 , 
Putnam) is about a boy (troll, but he’s just a 
boy with a tail) who mns away from home 
and spends a few wintry nights with wild ani- 
mals. Wouldn’t you know it, the experience is 
enough to make him appreciate his family and 
do his chores. As always, Brett draws loving- 
ly detailed renditions of otters and bears and 
moose, not to mention cabins and clothing 
and everything else, with lots of extras in the 
margins. She lives in Massachusetts and took 
inspiration for this book from a trip to Sweden. 
You can spend many minutes just taking in 
everything on a single page spread. (She says it 
takes her an hour to draw each inch.) 

• The same goes for the new edition of 
Brett’s take on ^Twas the Night Before Christ- 
mas. It was first published in 1998 but this 
just-released version includes a DVD of (a) Jan 
Brett talking about how she approached this 
story and her choice of Stockbridge, Mass., 

as a model for the setting and (b) narrator Jim 
Dale reading the story while images from 
the book dance on the screen and the Bos- 


ton Pops play in the background, the way they 
accompany the classic story every year at their 
holiday concert. Jan Brett’s The Night Before 
Christmas is a bright shiny-covered package 
of Christmas perfection - her style is perfect- 
ly suited to this magical story. Everything’s 
warm and cozy yet tidy and confined, like a 
neatly wrapped package that has exactly the 
right amount of restraint to keep from bursting 
at its seams. Brett is donating her proceeds to 
the Boston Symphony Orchestra, to which her 
husband belongs. 

• For not-children, and about 180 degrees 
away from Jan Brett’s dancing sugarplum 
world, there’s satire and the harsh coldness of 
bickering relatives and flavorless food. If you 
find yourself trapped in a pocket of forced 
sweetness that threatens to overwhelm, step 
away from the fakery and take a dose of The 
Onion Presents: Christmas Exposed (2011, 
Quirk Books). It’s 176 pages of satirical and 
often painfully relatable stories like “Mari- 
tal fmstrations channeled through thermostaf ’ 
and info charts like “Most Popular Winter Hol- 
iday Decorations” (one is “Bitterly stmng 
popcorn”). Rated R for language and mature 
themes; will elicit laughs even from reluctant 
readers, except the irredeemably humorless.

There’s also another new Star Trek 
book out, not a trivia book but a retrospeetive 
eofifee-table book. Organized by series, 
paeked with stills from the shows plus pie- 
tures of fan eonventions, toys and memorabilia

es is worth now, and have you ever had 
Romulan Ale?) and Trek-inspired art. Star

The 
text eonsiders not just the goings-on of the 
series but its interaetion with real life — how 
the first NASA Spaee Shuttle got its name, for 
instanee — and plenty of making-of informa- 
tion (look, there’s Leonard Nimoy behind the 
eamera while still in eostume). Star Trek Vault 


lovingly looks at all the TV series (even the 
animated one) and the films and it will bring 
your eoffee table, and your giftee’s inner nerd- 
ehild, to life. Pair with: A trip to the 
Me Auliffe- Shepard Diseovery Center in Con- 
eord to see the ehairs that appeared in Geordi 
La Forge’s (Levar Burton) quarters in Season 
4, Episode 90, of Star Trek: TNG. 

Finally, just in time for 
stoekings or your hipster 
friend’s poeket. The Tiny 
Book of Tiny Stories: Vol- 
ume 1 (It Books) is out 
from Hitreeord.org, the 
eollaborative led by Joseph 
Gordon-Levitt, the guy 
who’s in movies and 
played an extraterrestrial on 3rd Rock from the 
Sun. People submit (online) artwork and tiny 
little stories, one or two lines maybe, e.g. 
“Sometimes, I like awake wondering about 
the future, when I lie awake wondering about 
the past,” and 67 submissions were seleeted 
for this tiny book (it’s maybe 4” x 6”). OK, so 
they’re not exaetly Hemingway, it’s still a 
eool little paekage of vintage 2011 everyman 
ereativity.

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Young Adult (R) 

Charlize Theron plays 
a vicious, determinedly 
immature mega-jerk in 
Young Adults a wonderfully 
caustic comedy by Diablo 
Cody. 

I liked Juno and even Jennifer s 
Body but Cody has truly found the 
magie with Young Adult. It is her 
evil masterpieee. 

Mavis Gary (Theron) is a ghost- 
writer of sorts (her name is not the 
big famous one on the outside of 
the book; it’s the one under “sto- 
ry by” on the inside) for a series of 
teen books ealled Waverly Prep and 
is living in an apartment in Min- 
neapolis. Reeently divoreed and 
faeing the end of the series, Mavis 
is already in a funk when the emo- 
tional straw that breaks the eamel’s 
baek of whatever sanity she may 
have had arrives in her email 
inbox. Buddy Slade (Patriek Wil- 
son), an ex-boyfriend from baek in 
her small town of Mereury, Minne- 
sota, and his wife Beth (Elizabeth 
Reaser) have just had their first 
ehild. Mavis broods on this pho- 
to, in between a breakfast of Diet 
Coke and an always-on TV set to 
E!’s reality shows, and eventually 
eomes to the deeision that the thing 
to do is to return to Mereury and 
win baek Buddy. 

Hey, why not. 

She leaves Minneapolis (with a 


sleeping one-night- stand still in her 
bed, no less) and arrives in town 
with her tiny dog to set up eamp 
in a Hampton Suites. She leaves 
a message for Buddy — elaiming 
to be in town for a real estate thing 
— and then prepares for a night 
on the town. After putting on too 
mueh eye makeup and a just-this- 
side-of-trampy outfit, she heads to 
a loeal bar preparing to meet Bud- 
dy. He ealls to set up a meeting for 
the next night but while at the bar 
she runs in to Matt Freehauf (Pat- 
ton Oswalt), a still geeky guy she 
went to high sehool with whose 
niekname and physieal disabilities 
spring from an ineident in his teens 
that left him on erutehes and known 
as “the hate erime guy.” Freehauf 
may still have the physieal sears 
from high sehool but it quiekly 
beeomes elear that it’s Mavis who 
is still stuek in her teenage years. 
She has deeided, based on nothing, 
that Buddy still wants her and that 
they are meant to be and that she, 
with enough eyeliner, slutty tops 
and remember-when stories, ean 
get him baek. 

Matt suggests she seek profes- 
sional help; we in the audienee 
agree. 

When she does meet up with Bud- 
dy, he gives the impression of being 
not a man ponder divoree but just a 
slightly harried, slightly dopey new 
dad who is vaguely happy to ehat 
about old times with an old friend. 


Perhaps beeause some part of him 
likes Mavis’ aggressive flirtation, he 
even invites her to eome to a show 
for Beth’s band. Nipple Confusion, 
and doesn’t seem eompletely unre- 
sponsive when he drunkenly allows 
Mavis to kiss him. 

But we, and Matt Freehauf, 
know better. We ean sense that 
when Mavis tells her parents — 
mom Hedda (Jill Eikenberry) and 
dad David (Riehard Bekins) — that 
she thinks she might be an aleo- 
holie, it’s probably the first honest 
thing she’s said sinee she returned 
to Mereury. Whatever subeon- 
seious thrill Buddy may be getting 
from Mavis’ affeetions is great- 
ly outweighed by the faet that he’s 
mostly oblivious to them. Mavis’ 
reaetion to pretty mueh everything 
about her home town is a kind of 
“gag me with a spoon” pose, one 
that most people in their late 30s 
might express (if it eame to them at 
all) with a disereet eye-rollat most 
but one that Mavis still telegraphs 
with all the bitehy eallowness of the 
16-year-old mean girl she undoubt- 
edly was. 

I ean’t overstate how piteh perfeet 
this movie is. From the 1990s musie 
to the elips of the erying, shame- 
free D-list eelebrities who populate 
a eertain kind of reality show to the 
unrelenting smaek-worthy horrible- 
ness of Mavis, Young Adult hits its 
targets with breathtaking preeision. 
Tike a 14-year-old’s ereative writing 
projeet. Mavis’ narration of the final 
book of the Waverly Prep series is 
a wonderfully ridieulous version of 
her own life, with the Mavis stand- 
in simply a beautiful, perfeet vietim 
of others’ jealousy. 

Do you get Osears for playing 
not a physieally transformed seri- 
al killer but an emotionally stunted 
super-biteh? Something tells me 
the serious Osear voters won’t see 
Mavis as quite the tour de foree of 
Theron’s role in Monster but I per- 
sonally think it might be her best 
role ever. Tike Seinfeld and Curb 
Your Enthusiasm, Young Adult doQS 
not let its eharaeters hug or learn. 
Mavis isn’t ultimately a hurt fluffy 


bunny under a priekly surfaee — 
she is an awful, messed-up wreteh 
who is in aetuality mueh shallower 
than she appears. She is everyone’s 
worst instinets and most imma- 
ture thoughts — and Theron gives 
us a Mavis who is obliviously yet 
proudly that awful. 

And yet for sueh a loathsome 
eharaeter, she is a delight to wateh. 
Perhaps it’s beeause her horrible- 
ness is only an exaggerated version 
of the vile person that we all poten- 
tially eontain within. If you lived 
one plaee as a teen and moved 
someplaee else as an adult, you 
(by whieh, of eourse, I mean me) 
ean be horrified to meet up with 
someone who knew you when and 
realize, from the things they talk 
about or the way they treat you, 
what a sehmuek you must have 
been. Here, we realize how awful 
a young Mavis must have been — 
and how she elearly hasn’t ehanged 
— and ean enjoy the Seinfeld- 
ian there-but-for-the-graee-of-God 
humor that results. A 

Rated R for language and some sex- 
ual content. Directed by Jason Reitman 
and written by Diablo Cody, Young 
Adult is an hour an 34 minutes long 
and distributed by Paramount Pic- 
tures. It opens Friday, Dec. 16. 

The Sitter (R) 

Jonah Hill is a slackery 
man-boy who nevertheless 
has a kind heart in The 
Sitter^ a very middling, 
very R-rated comedy. 

Just to be elear, this isn’t some 
F.F. Cool J situation where a for- 
merly R-rated aetor is going PG. 
Though there are kids on the 
sereen, the sex, language, violenee 
and eoeaine should keep them out 
of the theaters. 

Noah (Hill) has dropped out of 
eollege, is living with his mom 
and is spending time, let’s say, 
with Marisa (Ari Gaynor). Noah’s 
relationship with Marisa is a rath- 
er limited, one-way- street kind of 
relationship but he’s hoping that if 
he waits it out perhaps there will 


be some legitimate boyfriend-girl- 
friend rated-R whoopee. Waiting 
for sueh a eireumstanee seems to 
be his ehief oeeupation along with 
watehing TV, despite his mom San- 
dy’s (Jessiea Heeht) hopes that he’ll 
get a job. When a sitter baeks out 
on neighbors at the last moment, 
Sandy urges Noah to step in. Noah 
has no interest in babysitting but 
then he realizes that if the neigh- 
bors ean’t get a sitter they ean’t go 
out and if they ean’t go out they 
ean’t take his mother with them to 
meet the handsome doetor whom 
they think is perfeet for her. Guilt 
and niee-guy-ness overtake Noah 
and he gives in. 

When he gets to the neighbors’ 
house, he meets his three ter- 
rors, er, eharges for the evening: 
Blithe (Fandry Bender), a make- 
up-wearing wannabe-Kardashian 
elementary- sehooler; Slater (Max 
Reeords), an anxiety-filled 
13 -year-old, and Rodrigo (Kev- 
in Hernandez), the newly adopted 
Fatin-Ameriean wannabe gangster 
(middle-sehool age. I’m guess- 
ing). Noah takes an instant dislike 
to these ehildren but plans to stiek 
it out for his mom’s sake, but then 
Marisa ealls. If he ean only go buy 
her some drugs and then stop by the 
party she’s at, it might be the night 
for them to finally have sex. 

Against all eommon sense, 
Noah’s reaetion is: OK. 

So he piles the kids in the 
minivan and heads for the eity. Nat- 
urally, things do not go smoothly. 
He loses traek of the kids, gets the 
minivan stolen, inadvertently steals 
from a very unstable drug dealer 
(Sam Roekwell), is nearly arrested 
in the little girls’ underwear seetion 
of a diseount store, gets punehed 
hard in the faee and on-purpose 
burglarizes a jewelry store.

The Sitter 


I will say this wacky movie-via-Mad- 
Libs (“fill in zany situation,” “fill in name 
of illicit substance”) is probably better for 
being rated R and not PG or PG-13. Sure, 
you’re being stabbed by a hot poker, but at 
least it isn’t a dull hot poker. Occasional- 
ly, some of the oh-so-purposefully X-treme 
situations are even, well, not funny but not 
aggressively not-funny either. They are 
tepidly not fimny. If they were in a better 
movie, you might even laugh at them. 

What keeps The Sitter from being a total 
unwatchable poopfest is the way in which 
the movie decides to show us Noah’s sensi- 
tive side — his relationship with his mom, 
the way he does actually try to help the kids 
deal with some of the more difficult facets 
of their own lives, a budding friendship he 
develops with a nerdy beauty named Rox- 
anne (Kylie Bunbury) — a girl who had 
been at college with him and is clearly so 
much saner than Marisa. Sure, this feelings 
stuff is a lump of clay added on to this lop- 
sided sculpture, but it’s a piece you don’t 
mind contemplating a bit. 

Which makes you think that there was a 
smarter movie with better comedy in there 
somewhere but nobody took the time to dig 
it out. C-

• Sad-sack assistant Ingrid (Michelle 
Pfeiffer) decides to check off all the items 
on her bucket list with help from hyper 
squirrel Paul (Zac Efron). 

• One pregnant couple (Jessica Biel, Seth 
Meyers) competes against another couple 
(Sarah Paulson, Til Schweiger) to try to 
have the first baby of the new year and win 
$20,000 in cash. 

• A stock Katherine Heigl-character- 
ish chef (Katherin Heigl) is all wound 
up by a big gala event featuring rock star 


Jensen (Jon Bon Jovi), who is also her ex- 
boyfriend. Sofia Vergara appears in this 
storyline for comic relief and to, in the 
final scenes, wear a dress so ridiculous it 
can make Heigl’s hideous dress look OK (it 
doesn’t work; Heigl’s still looks worse). 

• An out-of-work New Year’s Eve 
Scrooge (Ashton Kutcher) gets stuck in an 
elevator with an aggravating Jensen backup 
singer (Lea Michele, who can stop already). 

• An aggravating costume designer (Sar- 
ah Jessica Parker, who also needs to cool it) 
can’t quite bring herself to let her teenage 
daughter (Abigail Breslin) go out for New 
Year’s Eve and so, naturally, the girl runs 
away and the mother spends all night look- 
ing for her. 

• A playboy (Josh Duhamel) considers 
whether or not to reconnect with the mys- 
terious woman he met last New Year’s Eve. 

• The woman (Hilary Swank) running 
the ball drop in Times Square deals with an 
assortment of problems, all with the help of 
a cop played by Ludacris. 

• And, perhaps not realizing just what 
kind of shoddy affair they’ve involved 
themselves with, Robert De Niro plays a 
dying patient whose company on his last 
night is a nurse played by Halle Berry who 
has her own New Year’s heartache. 

Some of the characters’ stories weave 
in and out, some never meet. Doesn’t mat- 
ter, they’re all uninteresting and, as we well 
know going in, all of them will end with 
some kind of big warm hug. 

What’s the New Year’s equivalent for 
“bah humbug”? 

The performances range from “not 
embarrassing” to “dopey” and the stories 
fall on the spectrum between “barely toler- 
able” and “aaagh, my eyes!” Some of them 
feel as though the writers forgot to write 
them all the way through. Some feel like 
they were written solely for the purpose of 
having a funny moment in the trailer. None 
of these storylines are ever the least bit sur- 
prising or intriguing for any reason. 

Let’s all save our money and hope they 
don’t already have Flag Day or Columbus 
Day in the works. D

While you’re shopping for that spe- 
eial music fan, a barrage of the tried and 
true will compete for your holiday dollars. 
We’re talking deluxe packages. At the top 
of the pile is U2’s aptly named “Uber Edi- 
tion” of the 1991 album Achtung Baby, a 
numbered limited-edition 10-disc set with 
seven vinyl singles and a bunch of other 
goodies (including the follow-up, Zooropa) 
to justify a price north of $400. The Roll- 
ing Stones {Some Girls, $150), Pink Floyd 
{Dark Side of the Moon, $ 1 20) and The Who 
{Quadrophenia, $130) have each released 
coffee table versions of big albums. Even 
Nirvana’s Nevermind receives the comple- 
tist treatment — five discs, one a DVD with 
rare performances, and a 90-page book for 
around $150. 

But here’s a bit of contrarian advice: forget 
about legacy bands. Read Simon Reynolds’ 
Retromania: Pop Culture s Addiction to Its 
Own Past, or give it as a gift ($14 paper- 
back) to someone stuck in a classic rock rut. 
Reynolds frets that it’s an unhealthy focus 
spelling the end of originality. 

He may be right, but here’s how to prove 
him wrong: buy something new and local. 
For hard rock fans. The Black Harvest from 
Salem’s Armor for the Broken is a good 
choice. Country music lovers will enjoy 
Jandee Lee Porter’s latest. Whisky and Wine. 
Jazz doesn’t get any better than Mike Stock- 
bridge’s Ama. Hip-hop artist Quiet Akillez 
dropped the Official Manchester Video 
on YouTube earlier this year, featuring Da 
Chief, and QA has a new album.

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Mike McGee at Slam Free 

Former standup comedian embraces poetry

Whether he is listening to poetry in 
Munieh, Germany, Seattle, Wash., or Man- 
ehester, N.H., “Mighty” Mike MeGee finds 
most poets ean put the same emotion, eon- 
eepts and rhythms into their performanees but 
still be individual, unique and different. 

“I ean walk into any poetry venue and feel 
like I’m at home and that’s the most amazing 
feeling,” he said. ‘T feel like I belong.” 

MeGee was working as an amateur stand- 
up eomedian in San Jose, Calif, when his 
fiiend Jeff eonvineed him to eheek out a poet- 
ry open-mike night in 1998. 

‘T thought, ‘How ean standup fit in at a poetry 
open mike?”’ MeGee said. “I was not sold that 
I eould do anything there, but [Jefi^ dragged me 
down there and I fell in love with it.” 

MeGee eventually began to enjoy poetry 
so mueh that he shifted his foeus entirely from 
standup eomedy to the art of spoken word. ‘T 
wanted to try to be funny and serious,” he said. 

When MeGee entered the slam poetry world, 
he found it required partieipants to be more eom- 
petitive than the open mikes did. Open mikes 
were free form; slams had mles. It took four or 
five years for MeGee to beeome eonfident in his 
performanees at poetry slams. He was named 
National Poetry Slam Champion in 2003 as a 
member of the San Jose Poetry Slam Team and 
won the Individual World Poetry Slam Champi- 
onship in 2006. 

MeGee has made a living at slam poetry 
for the last nine years, touring internationally, 
ineluding at the University of Paris and at the 
Glastonbury musie festival. He has appeared 
on National Publie Radio and Def Poetry Jam 
on HBO. He will perform at Slam Free or Die 
at Milly’s Tavern in Manehester on Thursday, 
Dee. 15, at? p.m. 

“Now [slam poetry] feels very, veiy normal 
... but it’s still kind of surprising and really exeit- 
ing. It hasn’t normalized so mueh to the point 
where it’s dull,” MeGee said. “It feels right. Like 
I feel like this is what I was supposed to do.” 

MeGee, who now lives in Portland, Ore., 
said he felt there was a big learning eurve in 
trying to bring serious aspeets to his writing. 
“It was a little harder than I antieipated,” he 
said. “It was almost like writing drama for 
myself.... It’s one thing to write a joke and 
know that people will laugh at it. It’s anoth- 
er thing to write something that will eonneet 
with the audienee, that everyone feels.” 

MeGee also found it ehallenging to adhere 
to the three-minute time limit at slams, as he 
had been used to writing 12- to 20-minute sets 
for standup. “You only have three minutes to 
say what you want to say . . . you have far less 
time to express yourself in an effieient way, a 
eoneise way,” he said. 

Slam poetry writing must also sound eonver- 
sational, not like it’s being read from a paper, 
MeGee said. “It has to be performed,” he said. 

“Humor really helps,” he said. “The two 
ehampionship eompetitions I won I did a 
blend of humor, something a little more bitter- 
sweet and something very serious, or loving. I 
do write my fair share of love poems as well.” 

MeGee said his approaehable and friendly 
personality also likely shines through his per-

formances and help him seore better. 

“I’m not playing a role. I’m not being a 
eharaeter on stage,” he said. “I’m being me 
and performing the things I believe in.” 

Judges are seleeted at random for slams and 
are not usually edueated in the “art of poetry 
slam eompetitions,” MeGee said. Instead, the 
judges go with their gut and dole out seores 
based on what they like. 

“I think I’m just likeable,” MeGee said of 
his sueeess. “I don’t neeessarily think I’m bet- 
ter than people I’ve eompeted against in the 
past ... on any other night they eould beat me 
as well.” 

Having a strong popular slam poetry venue 
in a eity ean mean two things, MeGee said. It 
ean mean that the eommunity has a strong arts 
seene, but on oeeasion it ean also be a eall for 
there to be more art outlets in the area. 

“With publie slams you ean get a sense of 
how integrated the eommunity is, in terms of 
the arts,” he said, adding that more slams have 
been established likely beeause of how simple 
it is to start them. 

“You just need a room with a mike and 
enough people who understand how slam 
works to aetually faeilitate the event itself,” 
MeGee said. 

The Slam Free or Die event at whieh 
MeGee will perform will serve as a qualify- 
ing open slam during whieh 10 loeal poets 
will vie for a spot on the Slam Free or Die 
2012 National Slam Poetry Team. The nation- 
al eompetition will be held in Charlotte, N.C., 
in August. MeGee shared some adviee for the 
slam team hopefuls. 

“They need to foeus on why they wrote the 
poems ... I would say to just really know that 
no one in the audienee wants them to fail,” 
he said. “Everyone wants them to go up and 
sueeeed.”

Chinese Education Values 

To get to their sehool, 80 ehildren (aged 6 to 
17) in the mountaintop village of Pili, China, 
near the borders with Tajikistan and Afghani- 
stan, make a 120-mile journey that ineludes 50 
miles on foot or by eamel. The most dangerous 
parts of the route are an inehes-wide path eut 
into a eliff (over a 1,000-foot drop), a 600-foot- 
long zip-line drop and erossings of four freezing 
rivers (easier in winter when they are frozen sol- 
id). The kids must make the ehaperoned treks 
four times a year — eoming and going for eaeh 
of two long sessions. Aeeording to one teaeher, 
Ms. Su, the kids generally enjoy the adventure. 
The government is building a road to the village, 
but it will not be finished until 2013. 

Cultural Diversity 

• Globally (exeept in Japan), family-mn 
businesses underperform those run by profes- 
sional managers. Japanese eorporations often 
seem to have a talented son to take over for his 
father. The main reason for that, aeeording to 
an August Freakonomies radio report, is that 
the family seions usually first reeruit an ideal 
“son” and then adopt him, often also eneourag- 
ing their daughters to marry the men. (Japanese 
adage: “You ean’t ehoose your sons, but you 
ean ehoose your sons-in-law”) If the man is 
already married, sometimes he and his wife 
will both get adopted. In faet, while 98 pereent 
of U.S. adoptions are of ehildren, 98 pereent of 
Japan’s are of adults. 

• At an Oetober eeremony in the Satara dis- 
triet in India’s Maharashtra state, 285 girls 
were allowed to ehange their names, as eaeh 
of them had originally been named the Hindi 
word “Nakusa,” whieh translates to “unwanted” 
(expressing their parents’ disappointment at not 
having had a son). In Satara, only 881 girls are 
bom for every 1,000 boys, reportedly the result 
of abortion, given the expense of raising a girl 
(whose family is expeeted to pay for any wed- 
ding and give a dowry to the groom’s family). 

• Swedish Judges Get Tough: ( 1 ) A eourt dis- 
missed eharges against two 20-year-old men in 
Oetober, aeeused of having bared a passed-out, 
18-year-old woman’s breasts at a party and 
taken photographs. Sinee the woman was not 
“aware” that she was being molested, the aet 
was not a erime, ruled the Stoekholm Distriet 
Court. (2) Also in Oetober, the Falun Distriet 
Court in eentral Sweden eonvieted 23 women 
of possession of “large quantities” of ehild por- 
nography, but gave them suspended sentenees, 
merely fining them in amounts as low as the 
equivalent of $375. Their male “ringleader” 
was senteneed to one year in prison. 

• Dubai is a eity of towering, arehiteetural- 
ly brilliant skyserapers, but sinee all were built 
only in the last several deeades, the eity’s een- 
tral sewer system has not been able to keep up. 
Consequently, reported NPR’s “Fresh Air” in 
November, only a few are hooked up to the 
munieipal system, and the remainder must hire 
fleets of tanker trueks to earry away the waste 
water. The tmeks then must queue up, some- 
times for 24 hours at a time, to dispose of it at 
treatment plants. 

Latest Religious Messages 

• Faetory worker Billy Hyatt, who was fired 
in 2009 by north Georgia plasties eompany 
Pliant Corp., filed a lawsuit in August alleging 
illegal religious diserimination. Pliant (now 
ealled Berry Plasties) required its employees to 
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wear stiekers indieating the number of eonsee- 
utive aeeident-free days, and Mareh 12, 2009, 
was the 666th day. When Hyatt refused to wear 
“the mark of the beast” (embraeing that num- 
ber, he thought, would eondemn him to hell), 
he was suspended and then fired. 

• The International House of Prayer in Kansas 
City, Mo., reeently eelebrated 12 eonseeutive 
years of around-the-eloek musieal praying, 
whieh Pastor Mike Biekle and his evangelieal 
eongregation believe is neeessary to fight the 
devil’s eontinuous infiltration of the realms of 
power in soeiety (business, media, government, 
ete.). “To keep the musie going,” aeeording to 
an Oetober Los Angeles Times dispateh, “the 
ehureh has 25 bands playing throughout the 
week in two-hour sets,” divided between “devo- 
tional” musie and “intereessions,” in whieh God 
is petitioned to help some eause or plaee. Biekle 
elaims that there are “thousands” of 24/7 prayer 
groups in the world. 

• Israelis lately experienee attaeks not just 
from the outside but from its own ultra-Ortho- 
dox eommunities (about 10 pereent of the 
eountry, and growing), whose aetivists have 
jeered and stoned “immodestly” dressed wom- 
en and girls (as young as 6) on the street, defaeed 
women’s images on billboards, foreed illegal 
gender segregation in publie faeilities (ineluding 
buses and sidewalks), and vandalized business- 
es that treat women as equals (sueh as one iee 
eream shop — sinee female eustomers liek the 
eones in publie). An espeeially violent minority, 
the Sikrikim, employ some taeties reminiseent 
of the Ku Klux Klan in Ameriea. 

Questionable Judgments 

Eaeh August in Urakawa, Japan, a “halluei- 
nation and delusion eompetition” takes plaee 
among visiting aleoholies and sufferers of 
mental disorders, who in prineiple are helped 
by bonding with fellow patients and reveal- 
ing their failures and sueeesses. The Bethel 
Festival, named for its sponsor, brings about 
600 people together for on-stage presentations 
(sometimes in the form of song or danee) and 


awards a grand prize to a standout visitor (one 
year, to a woman who lived for four days in a 
publie restroom after a voiee in her head told 
her to, and in another year, to a man who had 
overeome a 3 5 -year streteh of never straying 
more than two yards from his mother). (Some 
mental-disorder professionals believe the fes- 
tival is too easily moekable by insensitive 
outsiders.) 

Bright Ideas 

How does an extortionist (or kidnapper) 
safely eolleet the money that has been dropped 
off for him? In July, poliee staking out a vaeant 
field in Colerain Township, Ohio, after leav- 
ing the $22,000 ordered by alleged extortionist 
Frank Penee, waited for about an hour, but 
Penee failed to show.
